To  the  Members  of  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

On  behalf  of  the  Pubhc  Libraries  Committee,  I  ha\e  pleasure  in 
submitting  to  your  consideration  a  report  upon  the  work  of  the  Central 
and  Branch  Libraries  during  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1912. 

The  total  stock  of  books  at  that  date  was  167,479.  Last  year  it 
was  163,057.     The  numbers  are  made  up  as  follows  :—

x\s  is  natural,  the  stock  of  Lending  Libraries  does  not  grow  so 
steadily  as  that  of  a  Reference  Library.  Much  of  the  money  spent  on 
them  has  to  go  towards  replacing  books  that  have  been  worn  out. 
Lending  books  suffer  more  wear  and  tear,  for  they  are  carried  to  and  fro, 
they  are  apt  to  receive  less  careful  handling  than  reference  books,  and 
as  a  rule  the}'  are  more  cheaph'  produced.  Furthermore,  being 
frequently  of  ephemeral  interest,  a  good  many  of  them  are  discarded 
when  worn  out.  To  take  an  example  :  in  the  Central  Lending  Library 
1,607  volumes  have  been  replaced  during  the  year,  and  445  withdrawn 
from  stock.  ,,«ji4fia«44Att- 


*  V.The  tptal-isjsuQ  of  books  was  601,568,  as  against  601,817  last  year — 
a*,'tn4iii4,^^H325e.t)f  249.  This  is  the  first  time  for  several  years  that 
there  has  not  been  an  actual  increase.  At  Walker,  where  work  has  been 
busy  in  the  yards,  and  where  the  first  curiosity  about  the  new  library 
has  been  satisfied,  10,000  issues  have  been  dropped.  At  Elswick,  where 
readers  were  expecting  the  promised  open-access  system,  3,000  have 
been  dropped.  The  other  departments,  however,  have  done  satisfactory 
work,  and  so  have  practically  equalised  matters. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  bind  7,145  volumes  during  the  year,  and 
to  replace  3,183.     By  these  means  a  good  general  condition  of  the  stock 

has  been  maintained. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  four  Branch  Libraries  are  now  financed  out 
of  the  money  hitherto  available  for  two,  the  Committee  have  been 
unable  to  provide  either  books,  or  magazines  and  newspapers,  so  liberally 
as  heretofore.  The  supply  of  both  has  been  curtailed,  and  cheaper  and 
less  attractive  editions  of  books  have  in  many  cases  been  bought.  Even 
the  Central  Libraries  have  had  to  forego  many  pleasant  and  useful 
things  :  they  have  contributed  instead  to  the  support  of  the  younger 
institutions. 

Readers'  Tickets. — At  the  end  of  the  Library  year  35,966  readers' 
tickets  were  in  force  in  the  Lending  Libraries.  Of  these,  22,649  were 
ordinary  tickets,  and  13,317  Non-Fiction  tickets.  As  explained  in  a 
previous  report,  whilst  any  book  may  be  issued  on  the  Ordinary  ticket, 
only  works  other  than  fiction  may  be  issued  on  the  Non-Fiction  ticket. 

Reference  Library. — The  issues  of  the  Reference  Library  show 
an  increase  of  7,732.  The  use  of  Indices  and  Abridgments  of  Patents 
shows  the  biggest  advance  (about  8,650).  Books  on  philosophy  and 
religion  have  also  been  more  in  demand  (by  nearly  3,000).  Sociology 
shows  an  increase  of  1,000,  natural  science  a  falling  off  of  nearly  1,200. 
Books  on  useful  arts  and  technology  have  been  in  greater  request,  and 
show  an  increase  of  1,500.  Literature,  curiously  enough,  has  lost  ground 
(by  nearly  4,000).     History  also  has  declined  (by  over  1,700). 

Exhibitions  of  books  have  been  held  on  the  following  (amongst 
other)  subjects  : — on  the  Turco-Itahan  War,  the  affairs  of  Morocco,  and 
of  Persia  and  the  Near  East  ;  on  South  Polar  Exploration  ;  on  the 
Dickens  and  Browning  centenaries  ;  on  National  Insurance  ;  on 
Aeroplanes. 

During  the  year  the  Classical  Catalogue,  dealing  with  the  literature, 
history  and  civilization  of  Greece  and  Rome,  reached  its  last  stages. 
It  is  now  going  through  the  press. 


Two  new  busts  were  acquired  during  the  year.  Mr.  Richard 
Welford,  M.A.,  J. P.,  having  heard  of  the  Committee's  hope  that  he, 
as  a  local  historian  and  antiquary,  should  some  day  be  represented  in 
the  Reference  Library,  very  kindly  presented  the  bust  of  himself  that 
had  been  sculptured  by  Mr.  Christian  Xeuper,  thus  anticipating  (bv 
many  years  it  is  hoped)  his  intended  bequest.  This  bust,  therefore, 
was  received  with  great  pleasure,  and  was  unveiled  by  his  old  friend 
the  Lord  Mayor  (Sir  William  H.  Stephenson,  D.C.L.),  on  Februray  9th, 
1912.  One  interesting  feature  of  the  ceremony  was  the  display  that 
the  Librarian  made  of  the  numerous  books  written  by  Mr.  "Welford 
himself.  The  bust  stands  close  to  the  local  section  of  which  these 
writings  so  much  enhance  the  value.  The  other  bust  is  that  of  the 
Chairman,  Sir  Henry  W.  Newton,  J. P.  As  is  well  known,  it  was  sub- 
scribed for  by  a  large  number  of  people  in  recognition  and  admiration 
of  Sir  Henry's  long  and  valuable  services  as  Chairman  of  the  Public 
Libraries  Committee.  The  bust,  which  is  again  the  work  of  Mr. 
Christian  Neuper,  was  actually  in  the  Library  before  the  end  of  the 
Library  year,  and  was  to  have  been  un\eiled  by  Earl  Grey,  on  March 
22nd,  1912.  But  at  the  last  moment,  in  consequence  of  the  coal  strike, 
the  ceremony  had  unavoidably  to  be  postponed,  and  it  was  not  for  a 
another  two  months  that  the  unveiling  was  tinally  and  happily  accom- 
plished.    The  inscription  on  the  pedestal  runs  as  follows  : —

Unveiled  by  Earl  Grey, 
May  21st,   1912. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  mention  one  or  two  specimens  of  the  varied 
questions  which  have  to  be  answered  in  libraries.  One  correspondent 
wanted  to  know  who  wTote  the  following  books,  which  were  published 
anonymously  :  "  Letters  of  Henry  and  Frances,"  and  "  Essay  on 
old  maids."  It  was  found,  by  consulting  Cushing's  "  Initials  and 
Pseudonyms  "  that  Elizabeth  and  Richard  Griffiths  wrote  the  first. 
The  index  to  "  Book  prices  current  "  attributed  the  second  to  Wilham 
Hayley  ;  and  this  was  confirmed  by  the  ''  Dictionary  of  National 
Biography,"   s.v.  Hayley.     In  another  case  a  picture  was  wanted  of  the 


Statue  of  Liberty  at  New  York  Harbour.  Then  the  latest  method  of 
manufacturing  calcium  chloride  was  asked  for  ;  then,  an  illustration 
and  description  of  an  hysteresis  cur\e  tracer.  Another  time  a  telephone 
inquiry  came  asking  what  was  the  noun  descripti\'e  of  a  natixe  of 
Westmorland,  similar  to  Northumbrian,  Aberdonian,  and  the  like. 
Printed  evidence  for  Westmerian  was  furnished  from  Howard  Pease's 
*'  Of  Mistress  Eve,"  and  from  the  Newcastle  Daily  (hronicle.  Next, 
translations  were  wanted  of  the  following  Anglo-Saxon  works: — (1) 
The  Anglo-Saxon  Chronicle,  (2)  The  Wanderer,  (3)  Battle  of  Maldon. 
The  first  was  found  in  the  Rolls  Series,  Fiv.  23  ;  the  second  and  third 
in  Stopford  Brooke's  "  English  Literature  from  the  beginning  to  the 
Norman  Conquest."  At  another  time  an  inquiry  was  answered  as  to 
the  effects  of  different  manures  on  the  colour  of  roses.  Then  a  child 
brought  to  the  Lending  Library  a  piece  of  paper  containing  the  name 
of  a  book  that  was  wanted.  The  name  written  down  was  Rowier 
Kiperlin  Poems  Indergon.  The  name  actually  intended  was  Rudyard 
Kipling's  Gunga  Din  (in    "  Barrack-room  ballads.") 


Central  Lending  Library. — The  book-issues  in  this  department 
have  been  181,188,  as  against  182,266  last  year.  It  is  perhaps  worth 
mention  that  in  the  last  two  years  the  issue  of  fiction  has  decreased 
by  6,454,  and  that  the  issue  of  non-fiction  has  increased  b}^  4,761.  In 
the  year  just  ended,  fiction  fell  2,450,  whilst  non-fiction  rose  1,372. 
The  total  decrease  of  1,078  is  therefore  obviously  due  to  the  drop  in 
fiction.  In  most  classes  the  issue  has  remained  almost  stationary  ; 
general  works,  however  (in  which  class  are  included  magazines),  show 
a  rise  of  1,016.  This  is  doubtless  due  to  the  policy  which  the  Committee 
adopted  in  1910  of  issuing  for  home-reading  the  unbound  parts  of 
certain  periodicals.  The  following  is  the  list  of  magazines  thus  available

Reference  was  made  in  the  last  Report  to  what  the  Committee  was 
doing  in  the  interests  of  the  bhnd  readers  of  the  town.  It  will  be 
remembered  that  the  volumes  in  Braille  type  were  placed  in  charge  of 
the  Northern  Counties  Blind  Society,  who  are  more  in  touch  with  such 
readers  than  an  institution  like  ours  can  be.  That  scheme  has 
answered  satisfactorily,  and  the  issue  of  the  books  has  increased. 
Recently,  by  transferring  to  the  \\'orkshops  for  the  Adult  Blind  the 
remaining  volumes  acquired  years  ago  (\iz.,  those  printed  in  Moon  and 
Worcester  type),  the  work  has  been  completely  rounded  off. 

With  regard  to  catalogues,  there  has  been  published  during  the 
year  an  85-page  Supplement  to  the  Consolidated  Catalogue,  which  keeps 
that  work  well  up-to-date.  The  whole  cataloguing  system  of  the 
Lending  Department  is  now  in  good  order,  since  in  addition  to  author- 
catalogues  there  are  subject-catalogues,  either  printed  or  on  cards, 
to  all  the  subjects  represented  in  the  Library.  Of  smaller  lists,  one 
on  Nature-study  was  printed  and  pro\'ed  so  popular  that  a  second  edition, 
which  is  already  practically  exhausted,  was  called  for.  A  hand-list  of 
books  dealing  with  English  Coronation  records  was  also  issued.  It 
included  books  in  the  Reference  and  Central  Lending  Libraries,  and 
also  in  the  Stephenson  and  \'ictoria  Branches.

At  the  annual  stock-taking  of  June,  1911,  nothing  was  missing  from 
this  department. 

Exhibitions  of  books  to  illustrate  topical  events  and  famous 
anniversaries  have  as  usual  been  made  throughout  the  year. 

Stephenson  Branch. — Here  the  main  event  of  the  year  has  been 
the  conversion  of  the  Branch  from  a  closed  to  an  open-access  library. 
The  matter  was  mentioned  in  the  last  report,  and  readers  had  been  for 
some  time  expecting  the  change.  As  in  the  case  of  the  Victoria  Library, 
the  alteration,  which  involved  a  very  considerable  amount  of  work, 
was  effected  without  interrupting  the  public  service.  The  new  system 
came  quietly  into  operation  on  December  1st,  1911.  Since  that  time 
the  issues,  which  had  for  some  months  been  declining  somewhat,  have 
been  rising  again,  though  the  loss  had  not  been  fully  made  good  by 
March  31st.  The  total  issue  for  the  year  was  92,609,  as  against  95,689 
in  the  previous  year.  Here,  as  at  the  Victoria  Branch,  the  juvenile 
section  is  thrown  open  as  well  as  the  adult.  It  is  perhaps  a  little  doubtful 
whether  this  is  altogether  advisable,  as  children  often  spend  a  con- 
siderable time  handling  the  books  and  turning  from  one  to  another. 
The  wear  and  tear  are  thus  considerably  increased.  The  matter  may 
at  all  events  be  borne  in  mind.  At  Benwell  and  Walker  the  juvenile 
sections  are  still  worked  by  means  of  the  indicator. 

Nothing  was  missing  at  the  stock-taking  of  June,  1911. 

Victoria  Branch. — The  total  issue  this  year  is  the  highest  in  our 
Branch  records,  viz.,  105,535,  as  against  98,874  last  year.  The  most 
noticeable  changes  in  the  class  of  books  issued  have  been  as  follows. 
In  round  numbers,  general  works  and  magazines  have  risen  by  1,600, 
Religion  by  100,  Sociology  by  340,  Useful  Arts  by  540,  Fine  Arts  by 


1,400,    Literature   by  2,075,   History  by    1,170.     On   the   other  hand, 
Natural  Science  has  dropped  by  600. 

At  the  annual  stock-taking  two  \olumes  were  missing. 

Carnegie  Branch. — The  Benwell  lectures  have  again  pro\ed 
successful.  The  audiences  were  numerous  and  keenly  attenti\e. 
Lists  of  books  illustrating  the  subjects  of  the  lectures  were  prepared  and 
distributed  among  the  audience,  and  in  some  cases  these  were  supple- 
mented by  exhibitions  of  books  at  the  Central  Library  and  the  two 
West-end  Branches.     The  following  is  the  list  of  the  lectures  : —

The  Committee  desire  to  record  their  hearty  thanks  to  the  lecturers. 
There  were  lantern  illustrations  on  every  occasion  except  March  26th. 

The  book-issues  show  a  trifling  decrease  of  about  400.  The  total 
was  54,981,  as  against  55,395  last  year.  General  works  and  magazines 
were  450  higher,  Natural  Science  250  lower.  Useful  Arts  340  lower.  Fine 
Arts  nearly  300  lower,  Literature  (with  Poetry,  Essays,  Fiction,  etc.), 
740  higher.  History,  Travels  and  Biography,  700  lower. 

At  the  annual  stock-taking  one  \olume  was  missing. 

Lady  Stephenson  Branch. — At  Walker,  as  already  explained, 
there  has  been  a  considerable  faUing  off  in  the  issues — nearly  20° q. 
Almost  e\ery  class  has  suffered,  those  most  hea\ily  affected  being 
"  Natural  Science,"  "  Fine  Arts,"  "  Literature,"  and  "  History, 
Travel  and  Biography."     The  total  issue  was  43,441,  as  against  53,511 


last  year.  There  will  doubtless  be  a  revival  of  interest  in  the  Library 
as  the  development  of  the  district  progresses.  The  tide  of  the  issues 
has  already  for  a  good  many  weeks  shown  a  rising  tendency. 

Two  volumes  were  missing  at  the  annual  stock-taking. 


News  Rooms. — The  magazine  and  newspaper  rooms  attract  a  very 
great  number  of  readers  and  account  for  an  immense  amount  of  reading 
'  from  grave  to  gay,  from  lively  to  severe.'  Periodically  the  visitors  in 
all  these  departments  are  counted,  and  thus  the  total  number  can  be 
estimated  with  reasonable  accuracy.  At  the  Central  Library  the  total 
reached  approximately  818,150*  ;  at  the  Stephenson,  248,950  (including 
23,680  in  the  Ladies'  Room)  ;  at  the  Victoria,  181,000  (including  10,800 
in  the  Ladies'  Room)  ;  at  the  Carnegie,  82,000  ;  at  the  Lady  Stephenson, 
1 10,100.     The  total  is  1,440,200. 


Obituary. — The  Committee  record  with  much  regret  the  death 
during  the  year  of  Mr.  J.J.  Pace,  City  Treasurer,  who  had  been  a  member 
of  the  Public  Libraries  Committee  since  its  first  formation  in  1874. 
For  many  years  Mr.  Pace  was  a  member  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Mechanics'  Institute.  With  his  death  another  link  with  the  earliest 
days  of  our  library  enterprise  has  snapped. 

The  Committee  have  also  been  so  unfortunate  as  to  lose,  through 
the  same  cause,  the  services  of  another  member,  Alderman  Goolden, 
who  has  been  associated  with  them  since  1883. 

Yet  another  death  may  be  mentioned  here,  since  it  occurred  before 
the  writing  of  this  report,  though  not  actually  within  the  year  under 
review.  Mr.  R.  T.  Richardson,  Assistant  Librarian  in  the  Reference 
Department  for  19  years,  died  quietly  in  May,  1912.  His  death  has 
caused  general  and  wide-spread  sorrow  both  among  the  public  who 
frequented  the  Reference  Library  and  among  his  colleagues  on  the  staff. 

Conferences. — The  annual  Conference  of  the  Library  Association 
was  held  at  Perth  in  September,  191 1.  The  Committee  was  represented 
by  Aldermen  Flowers  and  Harkus,  and  by  Mr.  Anderton.  A  report  of 
the  proceedings  was  afterwards  prepared  and  circulated. 


*  Prol3al>Iy  another  30,000  should  be  added  for  readers  in  the  Ladies'  Depart- 
ment, whicli  is  very  popular.  From  its  position  in  the  Lending  Library,  however, 
the  counting  of  the  visitors  is  difficult  and  has  not  been  attempted  The  addition 
would  bring  the  total  at  the  Central  to  848,150,  and  the  gross  total  to  1,470.200 


The  work  of  the  Northern  Counties  Library  Association  has  been 
steadily  continued.  Since  its  doings  were  last  chronicled,  two  years 
ago,  meetings  have  been  held  at  Ilkley,  Exeter,  Middlesbrough  (where 
Mr.  I.  Briggs,  one  of  our  Assistants,  read  a  paper  on  children's  reading), 
at  Saltaire,  Perth,  and  Harrogate  (where  Mr.  Anderton  and  Mr.  W.  H. 
Gibson  read  papers). 

Staff. — Once  again  it  is  a  pleasure  to  the  Committee  to  record 
their  appreciation  of  the  able  and  enthusiastic  manner  in  which  the 
work  of  the  libraries  has  been  carried  on  during  the  year  by  the  Librarian 
and  his  staff.  Mr.  Basil  Anderton,  the  Public  Librarian,  has  now  been 
with  us  in  Newcastle  for  21  years.  That  he  and  his  assistants  have  taken 
a  constant  pride  in  building  up  a  great  library  system,  and  in  making  it 
of  real  service  to  the  community,  will  be  manifest  to  all  who  have 
watched  the  expansion  and  the  notable  enrichment  of  the  Newcastle 
Pubhc  Libraries  since  1891.

Gentlemen, 

On  behalf  of  the  Pubhc  Libraries  Committee,  I  ha\e  pleasure  in 
submitting  to  your  consideration  a  report  upon  the  work  of  the  Central 
and  Branch  Libraries  for  the  year  ended  March  3 1st.  1913. 

The  total  stock  of  books  at  that  date  was  170,190.  This  shows  an 
increase  of  2,711  during  the  year.     The  total  is  made  up  as  follows  :  —

In  Lending  Libraries  the  stock  doe>  not  grow  so  rapidly  as  in  a 
Reference  Library  ;  for  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  in  them  much 
of  the  money  spent  is  devoted  simply  to  replacing  worn-out  books  (by 
which  the  stock  is  not  affected)  ;  that  more  presentations  hnd  their 
way  to  the  Reference  Library  than  elsewhere  :  and  that  it  is  from  the 
Lending  Libraries  that  books  are  discarded  most  freely,  as  being  of 
ephemeral  interest.  Thus,  2,503  volumes  ha\e  been  bought  for  replace- 
ment purposes  in  the  Lending  Departments  ;  509  \olumes  were  gifts 
to  the  Reference  Library  (as  against  a  total  of  194  to  the  hve  Lending 


Libraries)  ;  and  105  only  have  been  withdrawn  from  the  Reference 
Library  (as  against  603  from  the  Lending  Departments).  Details  are 
shown  in  Tables  1 — 3. 

The  total  issue  of  books  was  607,512,  as  against  601,568  last  year — 
an  increase  of  about  6,000.  In  the  last  three  or  four  months  of  the 
year  practically  no  new  books  were  bought  for  any  department,  because 
funds  ran  short.  Up  till  that  time  the  total  issues  had  been  nearly 
21,000  higher  than  in  the  preceding  year  ;  but  when  the  supply  of  new 
books  ceased  the  issues  began  to  fall.  Some  departments,  in  spite  of 
this,  managed  to  keep  ahead  ;    but  others  got  behind. 

The  difficulty  of  financing  four  growing  Branch  Libraries  out  of  the 
halfpenn}^  rate  still  continues.  The  Central  Libraries,  which  now  con- 
tribute £500  or  /600  a  year  to  the  maintenance  of  the  younger 
institutions,  have  to  forego  many  books  likely  to  increase  their  active 
popularity. 

Reference  Library. — One  of  the  important  events  of  the  year 
was  the  publication,  towards  the  end  of  1912,  of  the  Catalogue  of  Books 
concerned  with  the  Greek  and  Latin  Classics  in  the  Central  Libraries. 
The  range  and  value  of  our  collection  proved  very  interesting  and  even 
a  little  surprising  to  those  more  especially  concerned  with  such  studies. 
The  late  Dr.  Thomas  Hodgkin,  Earl  Grey  and  the  Librarian  of  the 
Advocates'  Library,  Edinburgh  (Dr.  W.  K.  Dickson),  were  among  those 
who  wrote  with  especial  interest  about  the  matter. 

Exhibitions  of  books  to  illustrate  topical  events  have  been,  as 
heretofore,  constantly  made,  and  proved  attractive  to  readers.  Thus, 
to  take  one  or  two  examples,  books  on  Servia,  Bulgaria,  Montenegro, 
and  Greece  have  been  shown  ;  so  have  the  w-orks  of  the  late  Dr.  Hodgkin, 
and  of  the  Dean  of  Durham  (Dr.  Kitchin),  and  various  other  writers  of 
local  or  universal  distinction  ;    so  have  books  on  Antarctic  exploration. 

Beyond  this,  there  is  not  a  great  deal  that  needs  to  be  definiteh' 
chronicled  this  year.  Efficiency  has  been  maintained  and  some 
interesting  developments  are  in  progress.  The  author  entries  in  the 
original  card  catalogue,  compiled  by  Mr.  Haggerston,  are  being  type- 
written and  transferred  to  the  sheaf  catalogue  now  in  use.  This  will 
make  the  arrangement  of  the  catalogue  absolutely  simple  and  uniform. 
It  is  hoped  that  ])efore  very  long  it  may  be  })ossible  to  print  a  consolidated 
Author  Catalogue  of  the  Reference  Library,  much  on  the  same  lines  as 
the  Lending  Library  Catalogue  issued  in  1908.  The  Committee  will 
recall  how  helpful  and  convenient  that  consolidation  proved  to  the 
])iil)li<\ 


A  valuable  collection  of  records  and  unpublished  letters  relating  to 
Admiral  Lord  Collingwood  has,  through  the  kindness  of  various  people, 
been  added  to  the  Library  and  has  been  appropriately  bound  and 
arranged.  Special  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Oxberry,  of  Gateshead,  in  this 
connection,  who,  besides  contributing  much  of  the  material  himself, 
suggested  to  Miss  Ida  Blackett,  of  Portsmouth  (a  relation  of  John 
Erasmus  Blackett,  Colhngwood's  father-in-law)  that  she  should  lend 
the  originals  of  the  letters  to  our  Librarian  for  transcription.  These 
letters  were  accordingly  typed  out,  and  Mr.  Oxberry  then  wrote  some 
explanatory  notes  upon  them.  An  album  was  also  made  concerning 
the  centenary  celebration  of  Colhngwood's  death.  Other  donors  to  the 
collection  were  Mr.  A.  Brewis  (who  lent  a  MS.  diary  which  Collingwood 
kept  whilst  in  the  Mediterranean),  Mr.  Joseph  Philipson  (who  gave  some 
interesting  portraits,  etc.),  and  the  late  Mr.  Matthew  Mackey  (who  gave 
copies  of  five  letters  and  the  steel  plate  of  one  of  Collingwood's  portraits). 
Miss  Blackett  herself  came  to  the  Library  and  examined  the  collection 
with  great  interest.  She  afterwards  presented  a  large  portrait  of  John 
Erasmus  Blackett,  and  a  smaller  likeness  of  his  daughter.  Lady 
CoUingwood. 

Another  little  collection  that  is  of  interest  locally  has  been  acquired. 
This  consists  of  a  number  of  bookplates  of  people  belonging  to  the 
counties  of  Northumberland  and  Durham.  It  is,  of  course,  by  no  means 
complete,  nor  can  it  rival  the  collection  of  the  late  Mr.  Mackey  ;  but  it 
supplements  usefully  the  bookplates,  by  Bewick,  in  our  Pease  Collection, 
and  throws  a  good  deal  of  light  on  the  tastes  and  history  of  our  local 
families.  The  list  of  our  Bewick  bookplates,  by  the  way,  which  when 
first  issued  included  only  those  in  the  Pease  Collection,  is  now  being 
revised.  When  reprinted,  it  will  include  others  acquired  more  recently. 
Mr.  Mackey  kindly  lent  his  collection  for  comparison  some  weeks  before 
his  death. 

The  stream  of  routine  work  has  flowed  steadily  on.  There  has  been 
perpetuallv  the  acquisition  of  books,  their  classification,  cataloguing, 
binding,  shehing,  and  issuing  to  readers.  Inquiries  of  all  sorts,  e.g., 
concerning  Clapeyron's  Theorem  of  three  moments.  Quebracho,  the 
weight  of  the  brain,  astragal  joints,  the  temperature  of  the  sea  at 
diiferent  points  of  the  coast,  etc.,  etc.,  have  been  made  by  readers  and 
answered. 

The  issues  in  this  department  are  1 13,822*.  In  the  month  of  March, 
1912,  there  was  an  abnormal  issue  of  books  in  philosophy,  religion,  and

the  useful  arts  (4,500  above  the  average).  This  issue  has  not  been 
paralleled  in  the  year  just  past.  The  consultation  of  Indices  and 
Abridgments  of  Patents  has  dropped  by  over  2,000,  doubtless  through 
increased  use  of  the  facilities  given  in  London,  where  gratuitous  search 
is  made  for  inquirers.  The  use  made  of  the  Thomlinson  Library  has 
this  year  been  smaller.  There  has  also  been  a  decline  in  the  demand 
for  works  in  philology  and  sociology.  On  the  other  hand,  general 
works  (such  as  cyclopaedias,  etc.),  natural  science,  the  fine  arts,  and 
history,  biography,  travel  and  topography  have  been  more  in  request 
(by  4,144).  Altogether,  however,  there  was  a  decrease  in  the  recorded 
issues  {viz.,  excluding  the  Indices  and  Abridgments  of  Patents)  of  7,737. 

Central  Lending  Library.  In  this  department  also  the  stream 
of  routine  duties  is  a  large  and  constant  one.  Renewals  and  improve- 
ments have  been  made  in  the  Fiction  Indicators.  The  titles  are  now, 
as  in  the  Carnegie  and  Lady  Stephenson  Libraries,  shown  on  both  ends 
of  the  cards,  so  that  whether  books  are  "in"  or  "out"  a  full  catalogue 
of  our  novels  is  always  visible.  7,000  book-cards  bearing  fiction  titles 
(which  are  kept  in  the  books  when  on  the  shelves,  but  inserted  in  readers' 
tickets  and  placed  in  issue-trays  when  the  books  are  given  out  to  readers) 
had  become  soiled  by  handling.  The  re-writing  of  these  has  been 
completed.  Entirely  new  stock  books  have  also  been  written  for  non- 
fictional  books  (about  30,000  entries),  llie  catalogue  of  this  department 
is  thoroughly  up-to-date,  every  book  in  the  Lending  Library  having 
received  both  author  and  subject  entry.  With  regard  to  the  binding  of 
books  and  magazines,  this  is  a  labour  from  which  there  is  in  no  year  anv 
respite.  Volumes  are  regularly  listed,  despatched,  recei\'ed  again, 
checked  off,  and  placed  once  more  in  circulation.  Then  again  there  is 
the  perpetual  sending  of  letters  and  post  cards  to  borrowers  and  their 
guarantors,  concerning  the  return  of  books,  the  pa3'ment  of  fines,  and 
the  issue  of  readers'  tickets.  About  5,600  such  communications  have 
been  sent  out  during  the  year.  Of  the  books  worn  out,  a  good  many 
have  been  discarded  and  cancelled  from  the  stock  books,  though  most 
have  been  re-ordered,  suitably  registered,  and  placed  in  circulation.

The  year's  issues  were  184,971.  There  has  been  a  slight  drop  in 
books  dealing  with  sociology,  natural  science,  the  useful  arts  and  the 
fine  arts,  but  an  increased  demand  for  general  works,  for  philosophical 
and  religious  works,  and  for  books  in  philology,  literature  and  histor^^ 
There  is  a  total  increase  of  nearly  4,000. 

The  extent  to  which  writers  like  John  Ruskin  and  Herbert  Spencer 
are  read  is  well  revealed  in  the  following  list,  in  which  their  various  works 
are  named,  and  the  number  of  times  each  has  been  issued  specified.

In  May,  1912,  a  small  List  of  Books  for  Holiday-makers  was  printed. 
It  included  popular  guide  books  for  tourists  of  all  sorts,  not  omitting 
cyclists,  anglers,  campers  and  walkers  ;  whilst,  following  the  topo- 
graphical books,  a  few  novels  relating  to  the  districts  concerned  were 
added,  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  like  to  read  their  fiction  in  an 
appropriate  setting.  No  attempt,  however,  was  made  to  name  every 
novel  in  the  Library  deaUng  with  a  particular  region. 

The  subscription  to  Smith's  Library,  in  exchange  for  which  we  get 
100  books  at  a  time  on  loan,  has  been  continued  during  the  }  ear.  Books 
on  travel,  biography,  and  sport  have  proved  especially  popular.  When 
the  interest  in  them  wanes,  they  are  returned.  A  few  of  them — perhaps 
5% — are  of  more  permanent  interest,  and  are  ultimately  secured  at 
"  remainder  "   prices. 

At  the  Annual  Stocktaking,  two  volumes  were  missing. 


Branch  Libraries. — In  the  juvenile  sections  of  the  two  older 
Branches  the  Committee  resolved  recently  to  discontinue  allowing 
children  free  access  to  the  shelves.  Books  were  so  much  damaged  and 
soiled  by  handling  that  the  expense  and  trouble  of  renewal  became 
disproportionately  great.  Accordingly  the  stock  has  now  been  revised, 
a  list  is  being  printed,  and,  in  future,  indicators  will  be  used.  Inci- 
dentally this  change  will  be  useful  to  teachers,  who  often  ask  for  a 
catalogue  of  the  books  available. 


At  the  Stephenson  Branch,  where  Open  Access  has  now  been  in 
force  for  over  a  year,  the  issues  were  99,405.  Were  it  not  for  the  lean 
months  at  the  end  of  the  financial  year,  already  mentioned,  they  would 
doubtless  have  been  a  good  deal  higher.  Even  as  it  is,  they  show  an 
increase  of  6,796.  Except  in  the  case  of  the  juvenile  issues  (which  show 
a  very  shght  faUing  off)  the  increase  is  distributed  pretty  evenly  o\-er 
all  subjects.  At  the  end  of  March,  1913,  there  were  3,916  borrowers, 
holding  6,217  tickets.  Comparing  these  figures  with  the  higher  ones 
for  the  Victoria  Branch,  given  just  below,  it  is  obvious  that  the 
Stephenson  is  adversely  affected  b}^  the  proximity  of  the  Carnegie 
Branch.  At  the  annual  stocktaking  15  books  were  missing.  One  of 
them  has  since  been  recovered. 

At  the  Victoria  Library,  the  issues  were  109,345,  as  against  105,535 
last  year.  At  the  end  of  March  there  were  4,870  borrowers  holding 
7,603  tickets.  At  the  annual  stocktaking  26  volumes  were  missing. 
One  has  since  been  recovered. 

At  the  Carnegie  Library,  the  issues  were  57,068 — an  increase  of 
2,087.  In  general  works  and  magazines,  and  in  books  on  religion  and 
natural  science,  there  has  been  a  drop  ;  in  all  other  subjects  a  rise.  At 
the  end  of  March  there  were  2,521  borrowers  holding  4,162  tickets. 
During  the  winter  session  six  lectures  have  been  given — four  of  them 
with  lantern  illustrations.      Ihe  particulars  are  as  follows  : —

At  the  annual  stocktaking  five  volumes  were  missing. 


At  the  Lady  Stephenson  Branch,  the  issues  were  42,901.  They 
show  a  trifling  decrease  of  540  as  compared  with  last  3'ear.  At  one  time 
it  looked  as  if  there  would  be  a  considerable  increase,  but  latterly  the 
advantage  has  been  lost.  Philosophy  is  six  lower  ;  Literature  and 
English  Fiction  are  about  2,000  lower.  All  other  classes  are  higher. 
At  the  end  of  March  there  were  1,362  readers  holding  2,122  tickets. 
At  the  annual  stocktaking  nothing  was  missing. 

Obitl'.\rv.  During  the  year  the  Committee  has  lost,  in  the  person 
of  Dr.  Thomas  Hodgkin,  B.A.,  D.C.L.,  Litt.I).,  one  of  its  distinguislied 
members'.  He  was  elected  in  1888-9  ;  and  although  of  late  years  he 
did  not  often  manage  to  attend  meetings,  he  retained  to  the  last  interest 
in  our  proceedings.  In  1904-5  he  was  President  of  the  Library  Associa- 
tion. To  the  organ  of  that  Association  our  Librarian  has  contributed 
a  notice  of  him,  which  is  here  reprinted. 

A  still  more  recent  loss  is  that  of  Mr.  Matthew  Macke\'.  Though 
his  death  actually  occurred  after  the  conclusion  of  the  lil)rary  year 
{I'iz.,  in  A])ril),  it  is  lifting  that  the  Committee's  dec])  regret  should  be 
here  recorded.  Mr.  Mackey's  a])})()intment  only  dales  back  to  1911, 
but  his  great  knowledge  of  local  literature  and  art  caused  his  i)resencc 
at  Committee  meetings  to  be  always  welcomed.  To  the  keen  j)leasui-c 
he  took  in  the  work  of  the  Sub-("ommittees,  he  testilicd  alike  1)\'  \\ords 
and  by  \arious  gifts  to  the  Library. 

Conferences. — The  Annual  Conference  of  the  Library  Association 
was  held  at  Liverpool.  The  Committee  was  represented  by  Alderman 
Sir  Henry  W.  Newton,  Councillor  J .  Teago,  and  Mr.  Anderton.  A  report 
of  the  proceedings  was  afterwards  circulated. 

The  Northern  Counties  Library  Association,  and  the  Library 
Assistants'  Association  (North  Eastern  Branch),  have  continued  to  hold 
useful  meetings.  The  former  Society  met  on  one  occasion  (viz.,  in  May, 
1912)  at  Darlington,  where  Mr.  W.  S.  Corder  gave  a  lecture  on  the 
Evolution  of  the  Printed  Book,  in  the  course  of  which  he  showed  by 
practical  demonstration  how  paper  is  made.  The  latter  Society  has 
elected  Mr.  W.  H.  Gibson,  of  the  Newcastle  staff,  as  its  new  chairman. 

Conclusion. — From  the  report  some  idea  may  be  formed  of  the 
widened  scope  of  operations,  with  the  vastly  increased  amount  of  detail 
and  responsibility  involved,  in  late  years,  by  the  accession  of  so  many 
Branch  Libraries  to  the  original  parent  stem.  The  Committee  recognize 
all  the  more  gladly  their  appreciation  of  the  services  of  their  accomplished 
Chief  Librarian  ;   services  which  have  more  than  equalled  the  increased 
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calls  made  upon  him  in  organizing  and  directing  so  man}-  affiliated  yet, 
practically,  separate  Institutions.  They  would  also  express  their  sense 
of  the  cordial  and  efficient  manner  in  which  the  members  of  the  library 
Staff  have  fulfilled  tlicir  duties. 

It  is  a  matter  of  congratulation  for  the  City  at  large  that  so  many 
readers  respond  to  the  facilities  for  earnest  study  afforded  by  the  Public 
Library.  E\idence  of  this  will  be  seen  in  the  foregoing  report,  where 
the  two  Tables,  headed  "  John  Ruskin  "  and  "  Herbert  Spencer  " 
are  but  typical  instances  of  English  Authors,  whose  works,  worn  thread- 
bare by  continual  use,  require  to  be  replaced.

Thomas  Hodgkin,  D.C.L. — We  have  learnt,  with  deep  regret, 
of  the  death  of  Dr.  Thomas  Hodgkin,  D.C.L.,  Litt.D.,  Past-President 
of  the  Library  Association.  As  the  author  of  "  Italy  and  her  Invaders," 
"  Theodoric  the  Goth,"  "  George  Fox,"  and  other  works,  he  is  well 
known  to  all  our  members  ;  to  a  great  man}^  of  us  his  fine  personality 
and  picturesque  figure  will  have  become  familiar  in  1904-5,  when  he 
acted  as  our  President.  At  the  Annual  Conference  held  in  Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne,  he  gave  a  presidential  address  notable  for  its  cultured 
urbanity.  His  conception  of  a  librarian's  power  and  function  was  a  high 
one  ;  and  if  he,  in  his  courtesy,  regarded  librarians  as  "  hierophants  of 
literature,"  one  may  conceive  that  he  attributed  to  them  the  attainment 
of  ideals  by  which  he  himself  was  influenced  in  his  preoccupation  with 
history  and  with  the  broad  trend  of  human  progress. 

The  main  facts  of  his  life  may  be  briefly  recalled.  Born  in  1831  at 
Tottenham,  in  Middlesex,  he  was  educated  at  Grove  House  School 
(Society  of  Friends)  and  University  College,  London.  In  1851  he 
graduated  with  classical  honours  at  London  I'niversity.  After  gaining 
a  knowledge  of  the  business  of  banking  in  Yorkshire  and  Cumberland,  he 
went  to  Newcastle  to  assist  in  the  establishment  of  the  Arm  of  Hodgkin, 
Harnett,  Pease,  Spence  and  Co.,  which  was  afterwards  amalgamated 
(1902)  with  Lloyd's  Bank.  During  this  successful  business  career  he 
spent  his  leisure  in  study  and  research.  In  the  se\enties  he  was  pre- 
paring for  his  big  historical  work,  "  Italy  and  her  Invaders,"  the  eight 
volumes  of  which  were  published  between  1880  and  1899,  He  naturally 
travelled  a  good  deal  in  Italy.  As  will  be  seen  below,  his  literary  work 
extended  over  a  period  of  nearly  forty  years,  and  the  variety  of  his 
interests — historical,  antiquarian,  economic,  religious — may  be  judged 
from  the  titles  of  his  writings.  He  gave  some  valuable  lectures  to  the 
Literary  and  Philosophical  Society  upon  the  Roman  occupation  of 
Northumberland.  He  became  a  leader  among  North  of  England 
Quakers,  and  the  sort  of  impression  he  made  upon  \'isitors  to  the  I^^riends' 
Meeting  House  may  be  judged  from  a  passage  in  a  letter  which  appeared 
in  the  "Sphere"*  a  few  years  ago.  His  discourse  is  described  as 
'*  suavely  eloquent,  unobtrusively  scholarly,  informed  by  a  broad  and 
liberal  piety,  delivered  in  a  sweet,  expressively  modulated,  kindly  voice 
by  a  preacher  whose  features,  tone,  style,  and  manner  would  mark  him 
out  in  any  assembl}'  in  the  world  as  a  distinguished  man." 

Dr.  Hodgkin  was  a  Governor,  Member  of  Council,  and  Hon. 
Treasurer  of  Armstrong  College  (in  the  University  of  Durham),  and  was 
also  a  member  of  the  Public  Libraries  Committee  ;  for  years  he  showed 
warm  interest  in  the  welfare  of  these  Newcastle  institutions.  Latterly 
liis  appearances  in  public  became  infrequent.  For  one  thing  he  was 
away  travelling  in  Australia  (1909),  where  the  emigration  question 
especially  interested  him  ;  for  another,  he  recognized  that  he  was  not 
growing  any  younger.  One  of  the  last  of  his  public  appearances  was  in 
September,  1912,  when  he  presided  at  the  unveiling  (by  the  Rt.  Hon. 
Thomas  Burt)  of  a  memorial  portrait  of  the  Rt.  Hon.  Robert  Spence 
Watson — a  \ery  old  friend.  The  incident  is  worth  mentioning,  because 
Dr.  Spence  Watson's  charming  address,  given  to  our  Association  in  the

At  the  end  of  February,  1913,  Dr.  Hodgkin  went  for  a  holiday  to 
Mawnan,  near  Falmouth,  and  there  he  died  suddenly,  yet  quietly.

To  the  Members  of  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen, 

Your  Committee  beg  to  append  hereto  the  Piibhc  Librarian's  Report 
for  the  past  year. 

They  record  their  deep  sense  of  the  loss  sustained  by  the  deatli  of 
Alderman  Sir  Henry  Wilham  Newton,  J. P.,  Chairman  of  the  Public 
Library  Committee.  Connected  as  he  had  been  with  the  institution 
from  the  inception  of  the  Library  movement  in  Newcastle  down  to  the 
time  of  his  death,  his  knowledge  and  experience  of  Library  work  was 
probably  unique  ;  and  to  his  guidance  and  vigilance  throughout  his 
Chairmanship  the  Newcastle  Public  Library  largety  owes  the  position 
now  taken  by  it  among  the  public  libraries  of  the  country.  The  loss  of 
such  services  leaves  a  blank  that  may  well  be  called  irreparable. 

They  have  also  to  record  their  unabated  appreciation  of  the  work 
performed  and  of  the  excellent  spirit  with  which  this  has  been  carried 
out  in  the  past  year  by  the  Libraries'  staff  ;  whilst  in  the  varied  functions 
of  the  Central  and  Branch  Libraries,  now  grown  to  the  dimensions  of  so 
large  an  organization,  the  knowledge,  experience  and  administrative 
qualities  of  our  Chief  Librarian,  Mr.  Basil  Anderton,  M.A.,  have  con- 
tinued to  be  more  than  ever  conspicuous.

CHIEF    LIBRARIAN'S    REPORT. 


Gentlemen, 

Since  the  conclusion  of  the  municipal  year,  the  Public  Library  has 
suffered  a  heavy  loss  by  the  death  of  Alderman  Sir  Henry  W.  Newton, 
J. P.  It  is  now  forty-four  years  since  he  moved  a  resolution  in  the  Town 
Council  (thus  reviving  his  father's  proposal  of  1854)  in  favour  of  the 
establishment  of  a  Pubhc  Library  in  Newcastle.  Working  forward  from 
that  time,  viz.,  February,  1870,  often  in  the  face  of  opposition  both 
within  the  Council  and  without,  he  at  last  accompHshed  his  object  in 
1879,  and  in  1880  the  Central  Lending  Library  was  opened  to  the  public. 
The  opening  ceremony  was  performed  by  Mr.  Joseph  Cowen,  who  spoke 
of  the  expansion  in  social  conditions  during  the  last  half  century.  Such 
expansion  and  such  progress  would  have  been  impossible  without  that 
liberty  of  thought  which  must  surely  be  fostered  by  the  work  of  a  Pubhc 
Library.  He  asked  that  the  first  book  issued  from  the  Library  should 
be  John  Stuart  Mill's  Essay  on  Liberty. 

Sir  Henry  Newton  had  already  been  elected  Chairman  of  the 
Libraries  Committee  in  1874,  and  he  has  held  that  position  ever  since. 
He  has  presided  over  a  steady  expansion  of  polic}/  in  library  organization 
and  efficiency.  In  1884  the  Reference  Department  w^as  opened  by  the 
Prince  of  Wales,  afterwards  King  Edward  VII.  In  1894  the  Thomlinson 
Collection,  which  had  been  handed  over  to  the  Corporation,  was  inaugurated 
in  its  new  premises  by  Sir  J.  W.  B.  Riddell,  Bart.,  J.P.  _  In  the  same  year  the 
Lecture  Hall  of  the  old  Mechanics'  Institution  was  opened  as  a  Magazine 
Room.  In  1897  the  Stephenson  Branch  Library,  and  in  1899  the 
Victoria  Branch,  were  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  East  and  West  ends 
of  the  City,  through  the  generosity  of  Alderman  Sir  W.  H.  Stephenson, 
D.C.L.  In  1909  the  Committee's  operations,  by  the  opening  of  the 
Carnegie  and  Lady  Stephenson  Branches,  extended  the  movement  still 
further  towards  the  limits  of  Newcastle.  Concurrently  with  this 
exi)ansion  the  stock  of  books  has  increased.  In  1880  it  was  20,000. 
Now,  in  spite  of  tlie  thousands  of  books  that  in  the  course  of  years  have 
for  various  reasons  been  discarded,  it  numbers  172,330.  Sir  Henry 
Newton  lias  shown  in  his  chairmanship  the  excellent  quaHties  of  alert- 
ness, rai)idity  of  judgment,  adaptability  and  sound  common  sense. 
His  public  services  will  be  long  remembered,  and  his  death  (on  June  21st, 
1914)  sincerely  regretted. 


On  March  31st,  1914,  at  the  conclusion  of  the  municipal  year,  the 
total  s~tock  of  books  was  172,330,  the  increase  during  the  3^ear  having 
been  2,140.  Two  departments,  viz.,  the  Stephenson  and  Victoria 
Branches,  show  a  decrease,  owing  to  a  careful  revision  of  certain  sections 
of  the  stock  and  the  discarding  of  books  worn  out  and  not  worth  re- 
placing.    The  total  is  made  up  as  follows  : —

The  total  number  of  volumes  acquired,  by  gift  or  purchase,  was 
9,564  ;  but  of  these,  4,698  were  simply  replacements  of  books  worn  out, 
and  so  do  not  affect  the  stock.  There  remain  4,866  accessions  ;  b.it 
between  2,000  and  3,000  were  discarded  from  the  various  lending 
departments  as  useless,  so  that  the  net  gain,  as  above  said,  is  only  2,140. 
Details  are  given  in  Tables  1-3. 

The  total  number  of  readers'  tickets  in  force  in  the  lending  libraries 
at  the  end  of  the  year  was  37,690  ;  and  this  is  an  increase  of  1,210  on 
the  previous  year. 

Of  this  total,  16,343  were  for  the  Central  Lending  Library'.

The  total  issues  for  the  year  were  591,695.  This  total,  owing  to  a 
heavy  drop  in  the  issue  of  adult  fiction,  (viz.,  17,384)  is  less  than  last 
year's  total  by  15,817.  The  total  of  other  classes  of  literature  shows 
an  increase  of  1,567.  The  Reference  Library  issued  117,285,*  or  3,463 
more  than  last  year  ;  the  Central  Lending,  with  a  fall  of  9,678  in  Fiction, 
accounted  for  176,733,  being  8,238  less  than  last  year  ;  the  Stephenson 
Branch,  with  a  fall  of  1,918  in  Fiction,  accounted  for  98,650,  being  755 
less  than  last  year  ;  the  Victoria,  with  a  fall  of  4,474  in  Fiction,  accounted 
for  102,674,  being  6,671  less  than  last  year  ;    the  Carnegie,  with  a  fall

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of  314  in  Fiction,  accounted  for  59,084,  b3ing  2,016  higher  than  last  year  ; 
the  Lady  Stephenson,  with  a  fall  of  1,000  in  Fiction,  accounted  for 
37,269,  being  5,632  less  than  last  year.  The  general  result  is,  as  stated, 
a  decrease  of  15,817. 

As  has  been  made  clear  in  professional  Library  journals,  a  great 
many  Kbraries  up  and  down  the  country  have  this  year  had  a  Hke 
experience  of  falhng  issues.     The  causes  of  such  fluctuations  are  obscure. 

The  chief  special  work,  so  far  as  the  Central  Libraries  are  concerned, 
has  been  the  preparation  of  a  Supplement  to  the  Useful  Arts  Catalogue. 
During  the  last  eleven  years  (since  the  first  Useful  Arts  Catalogue  was 
published)  many  new  books  have  been  acquired,  especially  on  such 
subjects  as  Engineering  in  its  various  branches,  on  Commerce,  on 
Chemical  Technology,  on  Manufactures,  Shipbuilding,  etc.  ;  and  in 
an  industrial  centre  such  as  this  it  is  desirable  to  keep  the  Catalogue 
in  these  subjects  up-to-date.     The  work  is  now  going  through  the  press. 

The  re-organisation  of  the  Reference  Library  Catalogue,  which 
was  described  in  the  last  Annual  Report,  has  made  steady 
progress.  It  is  a  long  and  laborious  task  ;  bat  the  final  gain  in  lucidity 
will  give  ample  compensation  for  the  trouble. 

The  catalogue  of  Blue  Books  and  Parliamentary  Papers  has  this 
year  made  excellent  progress.     The  manuscript  is  now  nearly  completed. 

With  regard  to  the  issues  from  the  Reference  Library,  the  following 
are  the  most  notable  changes  : — General  Works  (with  encyclopaedias, 
magazines,  etc.)  have  dropped  by  about  3,500  ;  Rehgion  has  dropped 
by  about  600  ;  Philology  has  risen  by  2,000  ;  Natural  Science  has  risen 
by  about  1,700  ;  Useful  Arts  have  risen  by  about  2,400  ;  Fine  Arts 
have  dropped  by  600  ;  Literature  has  risen  by  about  800  ;  History  has 
dropped  by  nearly  2,300  ;  Indices  and  Abridgments  of  Patents  have 
risen  by  3,600. 

Exhibitions  of  books  on  special  or  topical  subjects  have  bsen  made 
as  usual.  P'or  example,  the  works  of  the  late  Dr.  Thomas  Hodgkin, 
of  Lord  Avebury,  of  Professor  E.  Dowden,  of  A.  Russel  Wallace,  etc., 
have  ]>een  shown  ;  there  have  been  exhibitions  of  publications  of  the 
various  learned  societies  to  which  we  subscribe  ;  local  art  (viz.,  Birket 
I'ostcr's  work),  and  local  biography  have  been  represented;  and  also 
such  subjects  as  Antarctic  ex])loration  and  aerial  navigation.  Students 
of  Armstrong  Colhige  have  had  the  advantage  of  seeing  and  handling 


some  of  our  more  valuable  books  under  the  guidance  of  Professor  Allen 
Mawer,  who  came  with  his  class  to  examine  our  copies  of  Chaucer, 
Milton,  Blake,  etc.,  and  of  Dr.  J.  Wight  Duff  who,  somewhat  later,  gave 
instruction  in  Palaeography  by  the  aid  of  the  Ravenna  MS.  (facsimile) 
of  Aristophanes,  and  the  Laurentian  MS.  (facsimile)  of  Sophocles. 

In  the  Central  Lending  Library  the  issues,  in  almost  every  subject 
but  Fiction,  have  increased.  305  volumes  have  been  withdrawn  from 
stock,  1,738  have  been  bound,  and  1,471  have  been  replaced.  The 
character  of  the  lists  for  replacements  has  been  much  of  the  usual 
character.  Novels  and  children's  books  have  predominated  in  them, 
but  other  books  have  also  made  their  appearance,  such  as  Minto's  Logic, 
Reed's  Engineers'  handbook,  ^Mitchell's  Building  construction, 
Beethoven's  Symphony  (no.  5  in  C  minor),  Sever  and  Townsend's 
Laboratory  and  factory  tests  in  electrical  engineering. 

At  the  x\nnual  Stocktaking,  six  volumes  were  missing.  One  of 
them  has  since  been  reco\'ered. 

Branch  Libraries.  At  the  Stephenson  and  \'ictoria  Branches, 
apart  from  the  ordinary  routine  work,  the  chief  event  of  the  year  was 
the  overhauling  of  the  books  of  Fiction.  This  involved  the  discarding 
of  effete  stock,  the  replacement  of  a  number  of  novels  that  had  got  too 
soiled  for  further  use,  and  the  purchase  of  a  good  many  new  volumes. 

As  a  result  of  this  work  the  stock  of  both  Hbraries  as  a  whole  has 
diminished  this  year,  in  spite  of  fresh  accessions.  At  the  Stephenson, 
885  volumes  have  been  discarded  (of  which  799  were  Fiction)  ;  and  the 
total  drop  in  stock  was  435.  At  the  Victoria,  941  were  discarded  (of 
which  762  were  Fiction)  ;  and  the  total  drop  in  stock  was  419.  The 
fiction  shelves  are  now  however  fresher  and  more  attractive.  At  the 
Stephenson  Library  675  volumes  have  been  bound,  and  1,142  replaced. 
At  the  Victoria  630  volumes  have  been  bound,  and  1,160  replaced. 

At  the  Stephenson  Library  27  \'olumes  were  missing  at  the  Annual 
Stocktaking  ;  none  of  them  has  been  recovered.  At  the  Victoria,  22 
were  missing,  of  which  three  have  since  been  recovered. 

At  the  other  two  Branches  it  has  recently'*  been  decided  to  throw 
the  fiction  shelves  open  to  the  public,  instead  of  issuing  the  books  as 
heretofore  by  means  of  indicators.  Henceforth,  therefore,  all  the 
Branches  will  be  worked  on  the  same  system.

The  issues  of  this  Branch  show  an  increase  of  about  2,000.  275 
volumes  have  been  withdrawn  from  stock,  368  have  been  bound,  and 
488  replaced.  At  the  Annual  Stocktaking  one  volume  was  missing 
which  has  not  been  recovered. 

At  the  Lady  Stephenson  Branch  the  total  issue  was  37,269.  The 
juvenile  issue  has  dropped  by  3,914,  the  adult  by  1,718.  Of  this  drop 
in  the  adult  issues,  1,000  were  hction.  389  volumes  have  been  bound 
during  the  year,  and  437  replaced.  Five  volumes  were  missing  at 
Stocktaking,  and  have  not  been  recovered. 

Newsrooms. — These  rooms  in  the  various  Hbraries  have  continued 
to  be  much  frequented.     Periodical  countings  are  made  of  the  visitors, 
and  on  these  countings  the  following  totals  for  the  year  are  based  : —

A  report  of  the  proceedings  has  been  already 
circulated.  Mr.  Anderton  read  a  paper  On  planning  a  printed  catalogue 
of  local  literature. 

The  Northern  Union  of  Mechanics'  Institutes  held  its  annual  meeting 
at  the  Town  Hall,  Newcastle,  by  courtesy  of  the  Lord  Mayor,  on  Sept. 
4th.  1913.     The  president  was  Sir  Francis  Blake,  Bart.

other  purposes  as  they  may  deem  expedient  ;  and  I  further  direct  that  the  Receipt  of 
the  Town  Clerk  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  City  shall  be  an  effectual  discharge  for 
the  same  Legacy.

To  the  Members  of  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

Your  Committee  present  herewith  the  Report  of  the  Piibhc 
Librarian  for  the  twelve  months  ending  March  31st,  1915. 

They  would  first  record  with  deep  regret  the  loss  of  their  estimable 
colleague,  the  late  Alderman  George  Harkus,  J. P.,  to  whose  long  service 
and  sustained  interest  our  Public  Libraries  have  been  so  greatly  indebted. 

The  fact  that  exactly  three-fourths  of  the  period  in  review  have 
been  passed  by  the  Public  under  conditions  of  tension  and  absorption 
in  the  progress  of  tlie  war,  gives  special  point  to  the  Chief  Librarian's 
record  of  the  year. 

Compared  with  tlie  previous  year,  the  issues  are  seen  to  liave 
diminished  greatly.  But,  if  saving  of  routine  work  has  thus  been  caused, 
it  has  been  far  more  than  counterbalanced  by  the  withdrawal  of  many 
members  of  the  staff  who  have  taken  service  with  the  colours.  As  none 
of  the  places  vacated  have  been  filled,  an  extra  strain  has  been  thrown 
upon  those  who  remain. 

The  dislocations  and  difficulties  thus  caused  in  the  working  arrange- 
ments have  been  met  ;  and  the  successful  manner  in  which  they  have 
been  overcome  calls  for  recognition  of  the  admirable  administration 
of  our  Chief  Librarian  and  of  the  cordial  support  given  by  the  individual 
members  of  the  staff. 


That  the  progress  of  the  Municipal  Libraries  has  been  continued 
with  unabated  vigour  is  demonstrated  by  the  detailed  account  given 
herein  of  incidental  work  completed  during  the  year.  This  includes 
a  Supplementary  Catalogue  of  books  in  the  Central  Library,  relating 
to  the  special  industries  of  the  City  and  district  ;  a  List  of  Works  of 
Fiction  in  the  Stephenson  and  Victoria  Branch  Libraries  ;  a  List  of 
Books  and  Maps  relating  to  the  War,  exhibited  in  the  Central  Library  ; 
and  (what  deserves  especial  mention)  a  Catalogue  of  Parliamentary 
Papers  in  the  Central  Library,  now  being  issued. 

It  will  be  further  seen  how  our  Libraries  have  not  only  adapted 
themselves  to  the  public  demand  caused  by  the  war,  but  have  ministered 
reading  material  to  our  Military  Hospitals  ;  rendered  service  to  Arm- 
strong College  during  its  exile  from  its  own  premises  ;  supported  the 
enterprise  of  Mr.  Buckham  to  enlist  the  interest  of  elder  and  advanced 
children  in  a  practical  use  of  the  Library  ;  and,  further,  provided 
appropriate  Lectures  at  the  Carnegie  Branch  Lecture  Hall.  To  the 
Lecturers  who  have  generously  given  their  services,  your  Committee 
here  record  their  debt  of  gratitude. 

Our  appreciative  thanks  are  due  to  the  Books  and  House 
Committee,  under  whose  watchful  care  this  sound  progress  has  been 
made.  Their  work  has  been  carried  on  under  the  Acting  Chairmanship 
of  Mr.  R.  Oliver  Heslop,  M.A.,  F.S.A.,  in  the  absence  of  the  Chairman 
owing  to  illness.

CHIEF     LIBRARIAN'S     REPORT. 


To  the  Members  of  the  Public  Libraries  Conuiiittee. 

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Report  upon  the  work  of  the  Pubhc  Libraries 
during  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1915. 

The  total  stock  of  books  at  that  date  was  176,322.  Of  this  total 
the 

Reference  Library  contained       -         -         -    80,365 

Central  Lending  Library  contained  -  -  41,470 

Stephenson  Branch  contained     -  -  -  18,540 

Victoria  Branch  contained           -  -  -  18,265 

Carnegie  Branch  contained          -  -  -  8,936 

Lady  Stephenson  Branch  contained  -  -  8,746 

There  has  been  a  net  increase  since  last  year  of  3,992  (viz.,  2,415  in 
the  Lending  Departments,  and  of  1,577  in  the  Reference).  The  gross 
increase  was  4,690,  but  698  were  for  various  reasons  withdrawn  from 
stock. 

In  Newcastle,  as  in  many  other  towns,  the  use  made  of  the  Libraries 
has  been  adversely  affected  by  the  war.  What  with  enlistment,  the 
work  on  munitions,  the  pre-occupation  with  newspapers,  the  relief  work, 
and  the  other  claims  on  people's  time,  ordinary  reading  and  studious 
research  have  declined.  This  I  have  already  pointed  out  from  time  to 
time  in  Committee.  Moreover,  the  Libraries  were  this  year  open  1\ 
days  less  at  the  Central,  and  three  days  less  at  the  Branches  than  last 
year,  owing  chiefly  to  the  needior  painting  and  decoration. 

The  result  is  as  follows.  The  total  issues  were  541,739,  as  against 
591,695  last  year — a  decrease  of  49,956.  The  Central  Libraries  have 
naturally  been  the  hardest  hit.  The  Reference  Library  issued  97,031,* 
as  against  117,285 — a  decrease  of  20,254.  The  Central  Lending  issued 
154,278,  as  against  176,733 — a  decrease  of  22,455.  The  Stephenson 
Branch  issued  98,487,  as  against  98,650 — a  decrease  of  163.  The 
Victoria  issued  99,415,  as  against  102,674 — a  decrease  of  3,259.  The 
Carnegie  issued  57,123,  as  against  59,084 — a  decrease  of  1,961.  The 
Lady  Stephenson  issued  35,405,  as  against  37,269 — a  decrease  of  1,864. 

♦This  includes  9,801  consultations  of  Indices  and  Abridgments  of  Patents — 4,574 
less  than  last  year.     The  number  is  based  on  periodical  countings. 


While  the  demand  for  books  has  thus  fallen  off,  the  use  made  of  the 
public  newsrooms  and  magazine  rooms  has  also  declined.  Most  people, 
as  is  natural  at  a  time  like  this,  prefer  to  buy  their  own  newspapers. 
It  is  estimated  that  there  have  been  1,020,389  readers  this  year,  as  against 
1,228,923  last  year— a  decrease  of  208,534. 

Meanwhile  the  internal  work  of  the  Libraries,  owing  to  the  diminu- 
tion of  the  staff  by  mihtary  service,  etc.,  has  been  made  more  difficult. 
The  Committee  decided  not  to  fill  up  the  vacancies  by  temporary 
appointments,  but  to  make  the  best  of  things.  At  the  time  of  writing,* 
Messrs.  E.  Pearson  and  W.  H.  Smettem  are  in  the  Northumberland 
Hussars  ;  J.  Crawley  in  the  Northumberland  Fusiliers  (2nd  Commercials)  ; 
W.  Mackay  in  the  6th  Northumberland  Fusiliers.  In  October,  Mr. 
R.  O.  Gray  joined  the  Northumberland  Fusiliers  (1st  Tyneside 
Scottish),  was  made  a  sergeant,  and  worked  for  three  months 
in  the  clerical  department.  Owing  to  sickness,  he  was  unable  to 
accompany  the  brigade  when  it  left  for  Alnwick,  and  he  has  now  returned 
to  library  work.  Mr.  R.  Muris  twice  endeavoured  to  join  the  Tyneside 
Commercials,  but  could  not  pass  the  test  of  chest  measurement.  Mr. 
R.  N.  Miller,  who  at  first  worked  as  Scout  Master,  has  now  joined  the 
O.T.C.  in  Newcastle  ;  but  he  is  able  to  carry  on  some  of  his  work  at  the 
Library.  In  May,  two  of  the  janitors  (viz.,  R.  Lewis,  from  the  Stephen- 
son Branch,  and  J.  Westmorland,  from  the  Carnegie  Branch)  left  us  in 
order  to  help  to  make  munitions  of  war.  In  their  case,  it  was  necessary 
to  arrange  for  carrying  on  the  work  of  cleaning,  etc. 

In  spite  of  these  disadvantages,  the  supplementary  catalogue  of 
books  on  the  Useful  Arts  (engineering,  shipbuilding,  electrical  engineer- 
ing, coal  mining,  etc.,  etc.)  was  completed  at  the  Central  Library,  and 
was  published  in  October,  1914.  For  the  Stephenson  and  Victoria 
Branches,  a  very  brief  union  catalogue  of  Fiction  was  issued  in  February 
following,  after  the  revision  of  the  stock.  The  promised  catalogue  of 
Parliamentary  Papers  (Central  Library)  has  also  been  completed,  and  is 
now  ready  for  publication. 

This  collection  of  Parliamentary  Papers,  which  has  been  slowly 
made  over  a  period  of  many  years,  contains  much  that  is  valuable.  The 
late  Mr.  R.  T.  Richardson,  Sub-Librarian,  was  for  a  considerable  time 
in  charge  of  it,  and  he  compiled  a  MS.  index  which,  in  his  own  hands, 
served  usefully  as  a  guide.  It  was  however  incomplete,  and  was  not 
adapted  to  general  use  by  the  staff  and  the  public.  After  Mr.  Richard- 
son's decease,  I  placed  the  collection  in  the  charge  of  Mr.  Joseph  Walton, 


F.L.A.,  Sub-Librarian,  who  found  it  necessary  to  re-examine  all  the 
Papers,  and  to  make  an  entirely  fresh  catalogue.  Those  who  are 
familiar  with  Government  publications  will  recognize  that  his  task  was 
no  easy  one,  and  will  appreciate  the  skill  with  which  he  has  thrown 
light  on  a  rather  obscure,  though  valuable,  portion  of  the  Library, 

On  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  books  and  maps  relating  to  the  countries 
involved,  and  to  their  military,  naval  and  industrial  organization  were 
exhibited  in  the  different  libraries.  A  special  catalogue  was  prepared 
and  printed,  and  was  distributed  gratis  to  the  public.  Since  then,  many 
further  publications,  both  official  and  unofficial,  have  been  acquired, 
which  throw  valuable  light  on  the  questions  at  issue.  -  From  the  large 
war  literature,  in  fact,  which  has  already  appeared,  a  selection  appro- 
priate to  our  means  has  been  made.  It  has  been  well  used  by  our 
readers,  with  the  result  that  in  all  our  Lending  Departments  the  issues 
of  class  3  (to  which  such  books  chiefly  belong)  show  a  distinct  increase 
as  compared  with  last  year.

Hundreds  of  magazines  and  books,  which  were  no  longer  required 
for  public  use,  have  been  sent  to  the  various  quarters  of  the  soldiers,

some  of  them,  which  were  intended  for  wounded  Belgians,  being  in  French. 
Such  gifts  have  been  greatly  appreciated.  The  Committee  further  pro- 
vided about  100  volumes  from  which  soldiers  stationed  in  Newcastle 
might  teach  themselves  the  elements  of  French. 

The  Libraries  Committee,  in  order  to  assist  the  Council  of  Armstrong 
College  in  the  difficult  position  created  by  the  conversion  of  the  College 
into  a  Military  Hospital,  placed  at  the  disposal  of  that  Council  a  room 
which  would  serve  the  purpose  of  a  College  Library.  The  College 
Librarian  was  established  there,  and  many  of  the  College  books  were 
transferred,  our  shelves  being  partly  cleared  to  give  accommodation. 
The  College  students  have  thus  been  able  to  continue  their  work  with  the 
least  possible  interruption.  The  Public  Libraries  Committee  have 
gladly  taken  this  occasion  of  re-affirming  the  principle  of  co-ordination 
between  the  two  institutions. 

With  regard  to  the  Branch  Libraries,  the  municipal  lectures  have 
been  continued  at  Benwell.  At  the  beginning  of  the  season,  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Lecture  Committee,  Councillor  Johnstone  Wallace  (the  then 
Lord  Mayor)  thought  that  the  normal  life  and  interest  of  the  public 
should  be  maintained,  and  it  was  felt  that  he  was  right.  Arrangements 
were  therefore  made  to  resume  the  lectures  as  usual.  Accordingly, 
Major  J.  Talbot,  M.A.,  B.Sc,  Head  Master  of  the  Royal  Grammar 
School,  who  had  already  lectured  at  the  "  Lit.  and  Phil."  on  the  war, 
was  invited  to  give  an  address  on  the  subject  on  October  6th,  and  he 
chose  as  his  title.  The  Origins  of  the  War.  The  Lord  Mayor  occupied 
the  chair,  and  there  was  a  crowded  audience.  Next,  on  November  26th, 
the  Rev.  H.  K.  Mann,  D.D.,  Head  Master  of  St.  Cuthbert's  Grammar 
School,  gave  a  lecture  on  The  Cathedrals  damaged  by  the  War.  He  set 
the  matter  in  a  valuable  historical  perspective,  and  showed  how  German 
practice  in  attacking  such  buildings  compared  unfavourably  with  the 
practices  even  of  pagan  hordes  long  centuries  ago.  Councillor  J. 
Chapman  was  in  the  chair,  and  again  the  lecture  hall  was  crowded.  This 
lecture  was  illustrated  by  lantern  sUdes.  The  next  lecture  was  on 
January  26th,  and  was  given  by  Mrs.  Albert  G.  Latham.  Her  subject 
was  Ballads  of  the  Border,  and  though  naturally  concerned  to  some 
extent  with  hghting,  yet  the  fighting  was  of  a  more  direct  and  primitive 
kind  than  in  the  present  crisis.  By  way  of  illustration.  Miss  Fleming 
sang  some  of  the  old  ballads.  Mr.  Howard  Pease,  M.A.,  F.S.A.,  was  in 
the  chair.  A  further  lecture  by  Miss  Sybil  Wragge,  B.A.,  Lecturer  at 
Armstrong  College,  was  arranged  for  March  18th,  but  owing  to  stormy 
weather  it  had  to  be  abandoned.  Miss  Wragge  has,  however,  kindly 
j>roniiscd  to  lecture  next  session  instead. 


At  the  Carnegie  Branch  also,  an  experiment  suggested  by  Mr. 
Buckham,  in  connection  with  the  Higher  Elementary  School  under  his 
direction,  was  approved  by  the  Committee.  Mr.  Buckham  has  sent  a 
list  of  subjects  (biographical,  historical,  topographical,  etc.)  on  which 
instruction  was  to  be  given  to  the  scholars.  On  each  of  these  subjects 
a  group  of  books  has  been  gathered  together  at  the  Carnegie  Branch, 
the  Carnegie  stock  being  augmented  from  the  other  Branches  and  from 
the  Central  Library.  Relays  of  children  have  been  taken  to  the  Carnegie 
Branch  by  the  teachers,  and  under  the  teachers'  guidance,  allowed  to 
select  books  dealing  with  the  subjects  of  study.  The  books  being  drawn 
both  from  the  Juvenile  and  the  Adult  sections  of  the  Libraries,  the 
children  have  had  the  advantage  of  borrowing,  under  supervision,  and  by 
means  of  special  tickets,  books  not  usually  accessible  to  them.  At 
certain  fixed  times,  moreover,  the  teachers  have  given  instruction  on  the 
use  of  the  catalogues,  on  the  classification  of  the  volumes,  and  on  the 
methods  of  suitable  selection.  Over  250  children  are  using  the  Library 
in  this  way.  Amongst  the  subjects  chosen  are  the  following  : — Travel 
in  England  and  Wales  ;  Travel  in  Scotland  and  Ireland  ;  Local  legends 
and  traditionary  tales  ;  Industries  and  inventions  of  the  19th  Century  ; 
Illustrated  travel  and  the  life  of  the  people  in  Germany,  Holland, 
Belgium,  France,  Italy,  etc.  The  lists  of  books  chosen  for  each  subject 
have,  of  course,  been  filed,  and  if  the  scheme  continues  to  prosper,  as  it 
seems  likely  to  do,  the  labour  of  the  Library  staff  in  this  connection 
will,  in  future,  be  a  good  deal  reduced. 

The  Library  Conference,  which  was  to  have  been  held  in  Oxford 
last  year,  was  abandoned,  owing  to  the  war.  The  Newcastle  delegates 
who  had  been  appointed  were  Alderman  Flowers,  Alderman  Harkus, 
and  the  Librarian.  Since  that  time.  Alderman  Harkus  has  unfortunately 
died.  He  had  long  been  a  member  of  the  Libraries  Committee,  and  had 
already  attended  two  of  the  Conferences,  (viz.,  at  Perth  and  at  Bourne- 
mouth) .

To  the  Members  of  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

Your  Committee  present  herewith  the  Report  of  the  Pubhc 
Librarian  for  the  twelve  months  ending  March  31st,  1916. 

Of  this  Report  it  may  be  remarked  that,  like  the  reports  of 
probably  every  institution  in  the  country,  it  bears  the  impress  of  the 
European  War  ;  but  it  also  shows  liow  the  vigilant  resourcefulness  of 
the  Chief  Librarian,  has  coped  with  a  variety  of  problems  which  have 
become  accentuated  since  the  date  of  last  report.  Another  year  of  war 
conditions  has  still  further  reduced  the  issues  of  books  in  the  Library ; 
and  for  this  there  can  be  no  cure  during  the  maintenance  of  hostilities. 
Abnormal  conditions,  due  to  continued  depletion  of  the  staff  through  the 
withdrawal  of  men  for  military  service,  have  naturally  caused  the  Chief 
Librarian  considerable  concern.  Difficulties  have,  however,  been 
judiciously  met  by  temporary  appointments,  and  the  Librarian's  hands 
have  been  strengthened  by  the  appointment  of  an  Emergency  Sub- 
Committee  to  deal  with  questions  suddenly  arising. 

We  draw  particular  attention  to  the  favourable  reception  accorded 
to  the  Catalogue  of  Parliamentary  Papers,  compiled  by  Mr.  J.  Walton, 
Sub-librarian.  This  is  one  of  a  long  series  of  catalogues  planned  and 
edited  by  our  Chief  Librarian,  which  have  deservedly  brought  high 
credit  both  to  the  Library  and  to  the  City. 

The  melancholy  losses  w^hich  have  befallen  the  personnel  of  the 
Committee  and  of  the  Library  staff  during  the  3/ear  have  been  recorded 


with  feeling  in  Mr.  Anderton's  Report.  In  associating  ourselves  very 
sympathetically  with  the  references  to  these  losses,  we  especially  desire 
to  express  our  deep  sense  of  the  extent  to  which  the  death  of  Mr. 
R.  Oliver  Heslop  has  left  the  Committee  poorer  by  the  withdrawal 
of  a  personality  rich  in  knowledge,  wisdom  and  courtesy.

CHIEF    LIBRARIAN'S    REPORT. 


To  the  Members  of  the  Puhlic  Libraries  Committee, 

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  upon  the  work  of  the  Pubhc  Libraries 
during  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1916. 

The  total  stock  of  books  at  that  date  was  as  follows  :  —

Last  year's  total  was  176,322,  so  that  there  is  a  net  increase  of 
4,271.  The  total  number  of  volumes  acquired,  by  purchase  or  gift, 
was  7,653.  But  of  these,  2,610  were  merely  replacements  of  books 
worn  out  or  superseded  by  later  editions,  and  so  are  not  counted  ;  whilst 
771  have  been  discarded  for  various  reasons — chiefly  that  they  were 
worn  out  and,  in  these  times,  did  not  really  need  to  be  replaced. 

The  issue  of  books  to  readers  has  suffered  owing  to  the  war,  as  is 
natural  in  a  city  which  has  contributed  to  the  army  or  navy,  and  to 
munition  works,  so  many  thousands  of  men  and  women.  In  Newcastle, 
moreover,  exceptional  arrangements  have  not  been  made  for  placing 
books  at  the  disposal  of  soldiers  in  barracks  and  temporary  quarters. 
The  total  issues  may  be  reckoned  at  492,451,  a  fall  of  about  9%  as 
compared  with  last  year.  The  Lending  Departments  account  for 
408,817,  as  against  444,708— a  fall  of  just  over  8%. 

In  consequence  of  a  notice  issued  by  the  Admiralty  against  fur- 
nishing information  as  to  plans  and  details  of  ships  in  the  navy,  the 
Committee  withdrew  95  books  from  circulation.  As  a  result,  many 
issues  have  been  lost,  since  books  of  this  character  are  naturally  much 
sought  after  in  this  district. 

It  has  not  been  possible  this  j-ear,  owing  to  shortage  of  staff,  to 
make  the  usual  periodical  countings  of  consultations  of  Indices  and 
Abridgments  of  Patents.     Last  year's  estimate  (9,801),  has,  therefore, 


been  used,  with  a  reduction  of  about  10%.  Estimated  issues  of  books 
on  open  shelves  can  never  be  quite  satisfactory,  unless  much  time  is 
spent  over  continuous  and  very  frequent  observations.  It  is  not 
worth  while  to  pay  a  clerk  especially  for  counting  such  things.  Nor 
are  the  statistics  concerning  the  use  of  newspaper  files  altogether  satis- 
factory. No  account  whatever  is  taken  of  the  innumerable  consultations 
of  magazines  and  technical  journals  lying  on  the  tables,  or  of  newspapers 
exhibited  on  the  stands  ;  but  when,  after  removal  from  the  stands, 
papers  are  asked  for,  records,  in  the  nature  of  a  rough  compromise,  are 
kept.  If  the  volume  required  (viz.,  for  a  year,  or  half-year,  or  quarter- 
year,  as  the  case  may  be),  has  been  properly  bound  by  the  bookbinder, 
a  single  issue  only  is  counted,  although  the  reader  in  his  search  often 
goes  steadily  through  50  or  100  or  more  separate  numbers.  vStrictly, 
each  number  is  a  separate  publication,  complete  in  itself ;  and  certain 
rigid  bibliographers  might  claim  that  each  number  is,  therefore,  like 
an  individual  book,  a  work  in  itself ;  and  that  the  combination  of  77 
or  lvS5  such  numbers  into  a  volume  for  three  or  six  months*  makes 
only  a  composite  and  an  entirely  artificial  unit.  If  that  be  so,  our 
records  of  course  are  the  poorer.  On  the  other  hand,  when  quite  recent 
numbers  are  asked  for,  which,  in  groups  of  about  100,  are  merely 
fastened  roughly  together  by  ourselves,  and  have  not  yet  been  to  the 
bookbinders,  it  has  been  habitual  here  to  count  about  70%  of  that 
number  as  issues.  In  neither  the  one  case  nor  the  other  is  it  practicable 
to  watch  the  reader  and  see  how  many  separate  numbers  are  actually 
consulted  ;  but  the  broad  results  are  given  as  a  rough  and  ready 
compromise.  If  we  were  starting  afresh,  a  different  mode  of  counting 
might  be  adopted  ;  but  a  sudden  change  of  system  breaks  all  continuity 
in  the  records. 

Reference  was  made  last  year  to  the  Catalogue  of  Parliamentary 
Papers,  which  was  on  the  eve  of  publication.  It  has  proved  valuable 
to  ourselves,  and  has  been  favourably  noticed  in  the  press.  The  reviews 
have  been  observed  in  distant  hbraries,  and  some  of  these  {viz.,  the 
University  Library  of  California,  the  Guildhall  Library,  London,  the 
Ohio  State  University  Library,  and  the  Cahfornia  State  Library, 
Sacramento),  have  made  special  applications  foi  copies. 

To  a  certain  number  of  young  librarians,  moreover,  some  help 
has  been  afforded  by  printing  plans  of  our  Victoria  and  Carnegie  Branch 
Libraries.  Such  plans  are  valuable  to  students  preparing  for  the  pro- 
fessional examinations  of  the  Library  Association  ;  and  several  who 
received  copies  have  written  to  express  their  thanks  for  the  aid  which, 
at  a  very  small  cost,  we  were  able  to  render.

As  before,  many  of  our  old  magazines  and  illustrated  papers,  and 
a  large  number  of  discarded  books,  have  been  sent  to  the  military  and 
civilian  hospitals  in  the  district,  for  the  use  of  patients.  For  the  benefit 
of  wounded  soldiers,  moreover,  we  have  acted  as  the  receiving  centre 
for  parcels  of  books  and  papers  from  the  War  Librar}'  in  London.  When 
we  receive  these  consignments,  we  sort  them  out  into  five  or  six  parcels 
(the  size  of  which  varies  according  to  the  number  of  beds  in  each  institu- 
tion to  be  supplied),  and  notify  the  commandants  that  the  gifts  are 
lying  ready  to  be  called  for.  These  parcels  also  are  keenly  appreciated 
by  the  patients. 

To  the  Lord  Mayor's  War  Fund  the  members  of  the  Library  Staff 
have  been  steady  contributors.  In  spite  of  diminished  numbers,  a  sum 
of  £50  or  /^60  has  been  forwarded. 

Fourteen  of  the  staff  are  now*  engaged  either  in  military  or  naval 
service  or  in  the  making  of  munitions.  The  names  of  the  former  are 
as  follows  : — C.  Buck,  J.  Crawley,  W.  E.  Hurford,  A.  Jordan,  R.  E. 
Lyde,  W.  Mackay,  R.  Muris  (navy),  E.  Pearson,  R.  D.  Robertson,  W.  H. 
Smettem,  R.  W.  Waugh.  No  casualties,  fortunately,  have  befallen 
any  of  them.  The  three  working  on  munitions  include  two  caretakers 
and  one  junior  male  assistant. 

To  some  extent  the  gaps  in  the  staff  have  been  filled  by  temporary 
appointments,  viz.,  of  one  male  and  four  untrained  female  assistants 
at  the  Central  Library,  and  of  two  caretakers  at  Branches.  But  natur- 
ally, the  losses  far  outweigh  the  gains.  Progress  in  the  more  advanced 
kinds  of  work  has  been  slow,  partly  owing  to  the  depletion  of  our  quahfied 
assistants,  partly  because  even  those  who  are  left  have  so  often  had  to 
take  over  elementary  duties.  Additional  disorganization  has  been 
caused,  especially  in  the  Central  Library,  by  changes  in  the  junior  staff, 
whether  through  ill-health,  or  because  more  remunerative  posts  have 
become  available  elsewhere.  As  a  result,  the  tangle  of  the  time-table 
by  which  assistants  work  has  needed  constant  re-adjustment. 

The  Committee  has  this  year  sustained  heavy  losses  by  death, 
both  in  its  own  members  and  in  its  staff.  Mr.  Richard  Oliver  Heslop, 
M.A.,  F.S.A.,  J. P.,  who  had  for  years  taken  the  deepest  interest  in  its 
work,  and  who  for  some  time  had  been  the  Acting  Chairman  of  the  Books 
and  House  Committee,  died  suddenly  on  March  3rd,  1916.  His  wide 
knowledge,  which  he  placed  so  freel}^  at  the  service  of  his  fellows,  his 
unfaihng  personal  kindliness,  and  his  great  courtesy  as  a  chairman, 
endeared  him  to  all  with  whom  he  was  associated,  and  evoked  an 
answering  reasonableness  and  gentleness  in  discussions.      His  old  friend,

Mr.  Welford,  referred  feelingly  to  his  loss  at  a  meeting  of  Committee. 
He  described  him  as  "possessing  gifts  beyond  the  common  range — a 
man  who  devoted  himself  unceasingly  to  the  service  of  his  fellow- 
townsmen  in  many  and  various  departments  of  intellectual  activity. 
As  a  magistrate,  and  the  president  or  vice-president  of  many  learned 
societies,  he  earned  the  approbation  of  all  sorts  and  conditions  of  people, 
and  nowhere  was  he  more  highly  appreciated  than  in  the  Committees 
of  the  Public  Library,  where  his  ripe  judgment  and  sound  common 
sense  won  all  hearts.  He  was  one  of  the  few  Novocastrians  who 
thoroughly  understood  the  folk-speech  and  tolk-music  of  the  common 
people,  and  to  hear  him  discourse  on  local  dialect  and  local  song  was 
in  itself  a  liberal  education.  Suave  and  courteous  in  manner,  punctual 
and  prompt  in  all  his  engagements,  he  was  a  citizen  whom  everybody 
respected,  and  his  passing  away  is  universally  regretted."  Mr.  Heslop 
was  widely  known  as  an  antiquary  and  archaeologist,  and  had  made  a 
special  study  of  Northumbrian  words.  From  among  his  numerous 
writings,  the  following  may  be  mentioned  : —

A  very  full  and  careful  list  of  his  writings  is  given  by  Mr.  Richard 
Welford  in  the  ArchcBologia  Aeliana  for  July,  1916.  Mr.  Alexander 
Hunter  MacBryde  died  in  September,  1915.  He  had  been  on  the 
Committee  for  many    years,  though   recently  he    had   found   himself 


unable  to  attend  meetings.  Lastly,  as  regards  the  Staff,  Mr. 
T.  E.  TurnbuU,  F.L.A.,  chief  assistant  in  the  Reference  Library,  died  in 
September,  1915.  By  his  untimely  death  the  Committee  has  lost  a 
very  valuable  servant.  He  knew  his  work  well,  and  performed  it  with 
clearness  and  rapidity.  He  came  to  the  Library  when  he  was  15,  rose 
steadily  through  the  different  grades,  passed  all  the  professional  examina- 
tions, and  after  19  years'  honorable  service  died  very  suddenly  at  the 
age  of  34. 

From  condolence  one  may  turn  for  a  moment  with  rehef  to  con- 
gratulation. Just  after  the  conclusion  of  the  year  under  review,  two 
able  and  cordial  friends  of  the  Libraries,  Sir  WiUiam  H.  Stephenson  and 
Mr.  Richard  Welford,  attained  their  80th  birthdays.  Sir  William 
Stephenson's  generosity  in  giving  three  Branch  Libraries  to  the  City  is 
widely  known.  Mr.  Welford's  quiet  and  admirable  help  in  committee 
work,  especially  in  the  work  of  the  Book  Selection  Committee,  has  like- 
wise been  invaluable. 

At  the  annual  stocktaking,  it  was  found  that  one  book  was  missing 
at  the  Central  Lending  Library,  seventeen  at  the  Stephenson  Branch, 
fourteen  at  the  Victoria,  one  at  the  Carnegie,  and  one  at  the  Lady 
Stephenson.  Two  were  recovered  at  the  Victoria  Branch  in  May,  1916  ; 
whilst  at  the  Stephenson  Branch  two,  which  had  been  missing  since  1912 
and  1913  respectively,  have  also  been  returned. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  give  such  help  as  was  in  our  power  to  the 
Council  of  Armstrong  College,  by  continuing  to  reserve  a  room  for  the 
accommodation  of  their  hbrary  and  the  use  of  their  librarian,  assistant- 
librarian  and  student-readers. 

In  September,  1915,  a  marble  bust  of  the  Right  Hon.  Thomas  Burt, 
M.P.,  was  unveiled  in  the  Central  Library  by  the  Right  Hon.  Charles 
Fenwick,  M.P.  The  bust  had  been  subscribed  for  by  a  large  number 
of  people  in  the  north,  and  Dr.  Burt  generously  presented  it  to  the 
PubHc  Library.  Here  it  will  give  pleasure,  for  many  a  long  year, 
to  his  friends  and  admirers. 

At  the  end  of  1915,  when  the  time  came  to  prepare  the  new  year's 
estimates,  the  Committee,  in  view  of  the  country's  economic  difficulties, 
resolved  to  curtail  the  customary  expenditure  on  the  Libraries.  They 
were  aware  of  the  risks  of  such  a  decision.  They  knew  that  the  supply 
of  newspapers  and  magazines  must  be  cut  down,  that  the  existing  stock 
of  books  must  deteriorate  for  lack  of  means  to  bind  or  to  replace  them 
promptly,  that  new  books  on  many  important  subjects  could  not  be 
adequately  purchased,  that  our  readers'  interest  in  the  Libraries  would 
consequently  decline,  and  that  the  issues  would  suffer  still  further.     They 


were  aware  of  the  protest  on  this  subject  which  had  been  made  in  the  pub- 
He  press — this,  for  example,  from  the  Saturday  Review  : — "  At  present 
the  economies  of  which  we  hear  are  often  stupid,  because  many  of  them 
affect  the  intellectual  hfe  of  the  nation.  Thus  we  hear  of  public  hbraries 
that  dechne  to  buy  books  which  they  ought  to  possess.  Now  is  the  time 
to  buy  German  technical  books — on  dyeing,  for  instance,  and  on  many 
other  industrial  subjects,"  etc.,  etc.  Or  take  this  extract  from  a  German 
newspaper,  quoted  by  the  magazine  called  the  Schoolmaster*  : — "  The 
money-making,  so-called  democratic  England  finds  it  necessary  to  cut 
her  education  bill  to  the  lowest  hmit.  We  rejoice  at  the  fact  that  our 
enemies  are  discouraging  the  education  and  instruction  of  the  masses. 
By  the  mere  fact  that  British  children  are  being  deprived  of  education 
we  have  a  great  victory  over  England,  for  after  the  war,  more  than  ever 
before,  will  knowledge  and  education,  organisation  and  adaptability 
on  the  part  of  all  classes  of  the  population,  bring  victory  in  the  economic 
struggle."  They  were,  however,  prepared  to  face  such  criticism  for  a 
short  time.  They  reduced  the  library  rate  by  Jd.  Their  action,  which 
was  taken  entirely  from  patriotic  motives,  is  without  prejudice,  and 
must  not  be  quoted  as  a  precedent  except  in  times  of  grave  national 
peril. 

Concerning  the  separate  departments  of  the  libraries,  there  is  little 
this  year  that  needs  special  record.  Each  has  carried  on  its  work  as  well 
as  the  general  difficulties  have  permitted.  At  the  Carnegie  Branch, 
the  scheme  to  help  the  scholars  of  the  Higher  Elementary  School,  in  the 
way  described  last  year,  has  run  smoothly  and  well.  In  this  Branch, 
too,  an  interesting  lecture,  which  was  heard  with  keen  appreciation 
by  a  large  audience,  was  kindly  given  by  Principal  W.  H.  Hadow.  His 
subject  was  The  Present  state  of  the  War.  This  was  the  second  occasion 
on  which  he  had  been  so  good  as  to  lecture  for  us  at  Benwell.  At  Walker, 
a  change  in  the  staff  arrangements  was  made.  The  male  assistants 
were  transferred  to  the  Central  Library,  to  help  fill  the  numerous 
vacancies  ;  and  their  place  was  taken  by  female  assistants.  Thus  all 
four  Branches  are  now  worked  in  the  same  way. 

The  Library  Conference  was  held  in  London,  the  delegates 
appointed  being  Councillors  Elhott  and  Criddle,  and  the  PubHc  Librarian. 
The  Librarian  himself  was  unable  to  go,  but  his  place  was  taken  by  Mr. 
Joseph  Walton,  Sub-librarian.  There  were  good  papers  and  discussions, 
concerning  which  a  brief  report,  suitable  to  war-time,  was  printed  and 
circulated. 

The  Chairman's  absence  through  ill-health  has  been  a  matter 
of  genuine  regret ;   but  meanwhile  his  place  on  the  Books  and  House

Committee  has  been  taken  first  by  the  late  Mr.  R.  Oliver  Heslop,  and 
since  by  Professor  J.  Wight  Duff,  while  the  position  of  Vice-Chairman 
ot  the  Public  Libraries  Committee  has  been  filled  successively  by 
Councillor  G.  G.  Elliott  and  Alderman  Sir  Walter  R.  Plummer.  To 
these  gentlemen  the  Library  is  indebted  for  active  interest  shown  in 
its  affairs. 

In  conclusion,  it  may  be  said  that  while  there  have  been,  this  year 
again,  no  unusual  developments,  the  work  of  the  libraries  has  gone  on 
steadily.  One  can  but  look  forward  to  the  time  when  normal  life  shall 
be  restored.

To  the  Members  of  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

Vour  Committee  present  herewith  the  Report  of  the  PubUc 
Librarian  for  the  twelve  months  ending  March  31st,  1917. 

In  presenting  this  interesting  Report,  we  wish  to  compliment 
the  Chief  Librarian  on  the  vigilance  and  energy  which  lie  has  displayed 
in  managing  the  Library  throughout  another  year  of  war-stress,  and  of 
problems  constantly  arising  out  of  that  war-stress.  It  must  be  evident 
to  every  reader  of  his  Report — as  it  has  been  evident  to  members  of  the 
Books  and  House  Committee  throughout  the  year — how  much  economy 
has  had  perforce  to  be  practised  in  book  purchase,  owing  to  lack  of  funds, 
and  how  many  desirable  undertakings,  in  such  directions  as  cataloguing, 
have  had  to  be  renounced  owing  to  the  shortage  of  staff.  A  ^d.  rate 
was  voluntarily  given  up  by  the  Public  Libraries  Committee  w^hen 
preparing  their  estimates  for  the  year  1916-17.  This  was  agreed  to  in 
deference  to  the  urgent  wish  of  the  Council  and  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
and  was  rendered  just  possil^le  by  the  condition  of  our  finances  at  that 
time.  The  repetition  of  the  curtailment  in  March,  1917  (for  the  year 
1917-18)  was  against  the  recommendation  of  the  Libraries  Committee, 
and  was  not  similar^  justified  by  our  financial  position. 

We  lay  particular  stress  on  one  extremeh^  healthy  and  encourag- 
ing phase  of  the  work  done  by  our  Library — that  is,  the  gratifying 
increase  of  readers  at  our  Branches. 


The  Librarian's  remarks  on  such  projects  as  the  standardising 
of  Library  statistics  and  the  establishment  of  special  commercial  library- 
collections  will,  we  have  no  doubt,  be  perused  with  great  interest. 

We  very  respectfully  associate  ourselves  in  mourning  the  death 
on  military  service  of  two  members  of  our  staff ;  and  follow  with  best 
wishes  the  careers  of  those  others  who  have  left  the  Library  to  take 
their  part  in  defending  their  country.

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CHIEF    LIBRARIAN'S    REPORT. 


To  the  Members  oj  the  Public  Libraries  Committee. 

Gentlemen, 

1  beg  to  submit  my  report  upon  the  work  of  the  PubUc  Libraries 
during  the  year  ended  March  31st,  1917. 

The  total  stock  of  books  at  that  date  was  182,295.      It  was  dis- 
tributed in  the  different  departments  as  follows  : —

Last  year's  total  was  180,593,  so  that  the  net  increase  is  only  1,702. 
Many  books,  however,  which  were  worn  out  or  which  had  grown  obsolete, 
have  been  discarded,  and  the  numerical  loss  due  to  such  revision  must 
be  set  against  the  new  purchases.  The  elimination  of  waste  means  a 
gain  in  efficiency. 

The  issues  were  512,408  as  against  492,451  last  year,  i.e.,  they 
show  an  increase  of  almost  20,000.  While  the  Reference  Library  has 
had  a  small  decrease  of  1,286,  and  the  Central  Lending  one  of  5,808, 
the  Branches  have  all  done  better  than  last  year.  The  Stephenson 
increase  is  just  over  2,000  ;  the  Victoria  is  nearly  3,000  ;  the  Carnegie 
over  9,000;  the  Lady  Stephenson  nearly  13,000.*  It  is  satis- 
factory that  the  Lady  Stephenson  Branch  seems  at  last  to  be  making 
its  appeal  to  the  residents  of  ^^'alker.  Developments  there  have  been 
slow. 

A  comment  in  the  1916  Report  of  the  Toronto  Public  Library, 
concerning  a  decline  in  the  issues  of  the  Central  and  Branch  Libraries 
there,  is  sensible.     It  is  stated  that  "  we  are  satisfied  even  with  the 


*  That  the  two  latter  Branches,  with  their  comparatively  small  stock  of  volumes, 
have  done  so  well,  is  an  argument,  Alderman  Flowers  considers,  for  their 
more  liberal  treatment  in  the  matter  of  book-purchase.  With  a  larger 
variety  of  choice,  readers  would  be  still  more  keenly  interested. 


decrease  in  the  Reference  Library  [etc.]  where,  as  we  know,  it  is  due  to 
the  absence  of  the  young  men  who  were  regular  patrons  of  these 
Libraries  and  who  now  are  serving  their  country." 

A  scheme  to  secure  a  standard  method  of  deaUng  with  the  statistics 
of  a  library  has  recently  been  drafted  by  a  Committee  of  the  Library 
Association,  and  is  now  being  considered  by  the  Council.  At  present 
there  are  in  vogue  many  systems,  for  instance,  of  counting  the  stock. 
As  the  Bodleian  Quarterly  Record*  says  :  "  The  expression  '  number 
of  books '  is  thoroughly  ambiguous,  some  persons  referring  to 
the  bound  volumes  as  they  stand  on  the  shelves,  some  to  the  number 
of  separate  publications  or  parts  which  have  a  title-page  to  themselves, 
while  others  count  in  every  separate  literary  '  item/  such  as  the  numbers 
of  a  daily  paper." 

The  ambiguity  in  defining  the  stock  involves  a  corresponding 
difficulty  in  defining  the  issues  of  a  library  ;  and  hence  comparisons  of 
the  work  done  in  different  districts  are  often  seriously  misleading. 
This  state  of  things  has  led  to  a  desire  (expressed  in  particular  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Carnegie  United  Kingdom  Trust)  for  something  like 
uniformity,  in  order  that  a  common  basis  may  be  got  for  judging  the 
book  resources  of  different  towns,  the  allocation  of  funds,  and  the 
general  work  accomplished.  Whether  a  satisfactory  solution  will  be 
reached  remains  to  be  seen.  At  all  events,  inquiry  into  the  matter 
is  being  made. 

The  new  books  bought  during  the  year  have,  for  lack  of  means, 
been  far  fewer  than  usual.  Even  the  replacement  lists  have  been 
heavily  cut  down,  and  many  of  the  volumes  have  been  forced  to  give 
longer  service  than  is  usually  exacted  from  them.  Naturally  this  means 
that  we  shall  have  to  face  presently  a  costly  renovation  of  our  stock, 
the  condition  of  which  is  deteriorating.  No  printed  catalogues  have 
been  issued  during  the  year  ;  and  indeed  no  cataloguing,  even  in 
manuscript,  beyond  what  was  most  urgently  required  for  immediate 
public  service,  has  been  possible.  When  conditions  again  become  at  all 
normal,  there  will  be  much  to  do.  In  the  Reference  Library,  for  instance, 
certain  gaps  in  the  catalogue  must  be  filled,  and  a  general  revision  and 
standardisation  of  the  M.S.  entries,  which  have  been  made  by  many 
hands  during  the  last  33  years,  must  be  undertaken.  A  printed  Author 
List  would  be  very  valuable  ;  special  subjects,  too  (such  as  Economics, 
and  Local  Literature  and  History,  to  name  two  only)  require  separate 
treatment,  more  or  less  similar  to  that  given  to  the  Fine  Arts,  the  Useful 
Arts,  the  Classics,  etc.,  in  previous  class  catalogues. 
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Another  urgent  need  in  this  department  is  the  provision  of 
additional  shelving.  The  books  are  getting  badly  congested,  and  many 
hundreds  of  them  are  at  the  backs  of  the  shelves.  As  soon  as  possible 
the  property  behind  the  Library  must  be  used  for  the  purpose  it  was 
meant  to  serve  when  it  was  purchased  :  it  must  be  converted  into 
suitable  library  accommodation. 

At  the  1916  annual  stocktaking,  8  books  (mostly  fiction)  were 
missing  at  the  Central  Lending  Library,  44  (two-thirds  of  them  fiction) 
at  the  Stephenson  Branch,  14  at  the  Victoria,  3  at  the  Carnegie,  and  3 
at  the  Lady  Stephenson.  One  of  the  Victoria  books  was  afterwards 
returned,  and  one  of  the  Lady  Stephenson  books.  At  the  Stephenson 
and  Victoria  Branches,  such  losses  have  rather  seriously  increased  of 
late,  and  it  has  become  necessary  to  point  out  to  readers,  by  means  of 
printed  notices,  that  to  "  convey  "  things  clandestinely  is,  in  common 
parlance,  to  steal  them. 

Lectures  were  arranged  for  the  winter  session  at  the  Carnegie 
Branch  Library.  Some  that  were  in  view  had  to  be  deferred,  but  three 
were  actually  delivered,  viz.  :-  - 

Nov.  16th,  1916.  Mr.  Richard  Welford's  "  Old  Newcastle  " 
was  given,  in  his  unavoidable  absence,  by  Mr.  John 
Oxberry.  The  Deputy  Lord  Maj^or  (Councillor  W. 
Bramble)  was  in  the  Chair. 

Mar.  15th,  1917.  Col.  Sir  Thomas  Oliver  lectured  in  the  absence 
of  Col.  Johnstone  Wallace.  His  subject  was  "  To  Arma- 
geddon and  back  to  Blighty."  Councillor  John  Barker 
was  in  the  Chair. 

April  26th,  1917.  Mr.  John  Oxberry  lectured  on  "  Lord  CoUing- 
wood,  a  great  Tyneside  sailor."  Councillor  John  Chapman 
was  in  the  Chair. 

The  lectures  were  all  illustrated  by  lantern  slides. 

The  issues  at  this  Branch  to  scholars  of  the  Higher  Elementary 
School  continue  to  indicate  good  work.  The  children  (about  400  in  num- 
ber) attend  in  their  classes  frequently  and  have  borrowed  5,341!  books 
during  the  year.  To  supplement  the  Benwell  stock,  which  is  taxed 
by  the  numerous  calls  made  at  the  same  moment  for  books  on  the  same 
subject,  the  resources  of  other  departments  have  also  been  drawn  upon. 
310  issues  were  on  Stephenson  Library  books,  69  on  Central  Library 
books.  Two  specimen  visits  may  be  mentioned.  First,  in  May,  1916, 
the  children  in  the  senior  forms,  being  fewer  in  number  and  more  intelli- 


gent,  were  allowed  to  choose  the  books  for  their  studies  direct  from  the 
shelves  of  the  adults'  library,  instead  of  having  a  selection  laid  out  ready 
for  them  on  tables.  Then,  in  September,  there  was  special  practice  in 
the  use  of  the  catalogue  and  of  the  system  of  classification.  To  this 
end  each  child  before  leaving  school  was  given  a  question,  the  answer 
to  which  was  to  le  four  d  by  huntin;^  up  the  necessary  information  at 
the  Library.  The  Library  assistants  impressed  upon  the  scholars  the 
need  of  using  both  the  index  to  classification  and  the  subject  catalogue, 
these  being  points  that  are  often  overlooked.  The  Head  Master, 
Mr.  Buckham,  has  been  well  pleased  with  the  results  of  the  whole 
experiment,  and  looks  forward,  after  the  conversion  at  midsummer  of 
the  Higher  Elementary  School  into  a  Technical  School,  to  continuing 
these  "  visits  to  the  Library." 

Special  libraries,  as  members  of  the  Committee  may  probably 
know,  are  being  organised  up  and  down  the  country  in  the  interests 
of  commerce  during  and  after  the  War.  The  Library  Association  Council 
recognized  the  importance  of  the  movement,  and  appointed  a  Com- 
mittee in  1916,  called  the  Technical  and  Commercial  Libraries  Committee. 
I  have  attended  such  of  their  meetings  as  was  possible.  One  of  the 
members  of  that  Committee  (Mr.  Pitt,  of  Glasgow),  says  in  a  Memoran- 
dum upon  the  subject  :  "  The  coming  of  War  and  the  severance  of  all 
trade  relations  with  enemy  countries  created  conditions  favourable 
to  the  establishment  of  commercial  libraries.  L'nable  to  obtain  raw 
materials  and  manufactured  goods  from  the  usual  sources,  manufacturers, 
traders,  and  others,  found  themselves  in  possession  of  orders  which  they 
were  unable  to  fulfil.  During  a  short  period,  when  the  dislocation  of 
commerce  was  greatest,  what  valuable  service  commercial  libraries  might 
have  rendered  !  And  though  the  need  for  such  provision  may  not  now 
be  so  urgent  as  then,  it  is  more  sustained  and  demands  our  most  careful 
preparation  for  future  recmirements.  The  object  of  the  Commercial 
Library  is  to  collect,  index,  arrange  and  distribute  such  information 
as  may  be  serviceable  to  those  engaged  in  the  business  of  manufacture 

and  commercial  affairs Completely  equipped,  it  would  supply 

the  manufacturer  with  information  regarding  the  sources  and  nature  of 
raw  materials,  means  of  transport,  methods  of  arrangement,  cost  of 
production,  markets  and  agents  for  distribution,  tariffs,  and  all  other 
particulars  incidental  to  the  successful  conduct  of  home  and  foreign 
trade."  Mr.  Pitt  then  indicates  in  detail  the  class  of  books  and  informa- 
tion requisite,  and  does  not  overlook  the  cardinal  importance  of  the 
specification  of  })citents  and  of  all  journals  relating  to  patents  and  patent 
law,  nor  the  value  of  a  hst  of  business  firms  ("  arranged  alphabetically 
by  names  of  articles  which  the  respective  firms  produce  or  in  which  they 


trade.")  Glasgow  has  established  a  separate  department  for  its  Com- 
mercial Librar}^  Manchester,  Liverpool,  Birmingham,  Norwich,  etc., 
are  also  doing  what  they  can.  Newcastle,  for  various  reasons  (amongst 
them  the  shortage  of  skilled  assistants  and  two  recent  decisions  con- 
cerning the  Library  Rate),  has  taken  no  exceptional  steps.  We  answer 
inquiries  to  the  best  of  our  ability  through  the  machinery  of  our  Patent 
Library  and  our  Reference  Library.  Other  Memoranda  that  have  been 
considered  by  the  Technical  and  Commercial  Libraries  Committee  are 
those  on  Trade  Catalogues,  on  Patent  Libraries,  on  Librarianship  in 
relation  to  Technology,  etc.  That  Committee  is,  moreover,  in  com- 
munication both  with  the  Board  of  Trade  and  witli  the  Department  of 
Scientific  and  Industrial  Research. 

I  greatly  regret  to  record  that  two  members  of  the  staff  have  died 
whilst  on  military  service.  Private  Albert  Percy  Jordan  went  to  France 
early  in  July,  1916,  and  was  killed  a  fortnight  later.  He  was  in  the 
Northumberland  Fusiliers  (attached  King's  Own  Yorkshire  Light 
Infantry).  Gunner  Clifford  Buck  died  of  pneumonia  on  February  17th, 
1917,  at  the  1st  Northern  General  Hospital  (Armstrong  College).  He 
had  just  completed  his  training  and  was  on  the  point  of  going  abroad 
for  service  in  Egypt.  On  the  other  hand,  Private  Wallace  Mackay, 
who  was  wounded  in  France  last  November,  has  fortunately  recovered, 
and  he  is  now  again  ready  for  service. 

During  the  year,  Mr.  W.  H.  Gibson  (Chief  Assistant  in  the  Reference 
Library),  Mr.  C.  J.  Zanetti  (Chief  Assistant  in  the  Lending  Library),  and 
Junior  Assistant  A.  F.  Thompson  were  called  up  for  military  service  ; 
whilst  Senior  Assistant  R.  N.  A.  Miller  got  his  commission  as  2nd  Lieut. 
In  the  later  months  of  the  year,  therefore,  we  had  only  three  remaining 
of  the  permanent  male  clerical  staff,  viz.,  Mr.  J.  Walton,  Sub- 
Librarian,  who  has,  at  the  instance  of  the  Committee,  fortunately 
been  granted  conditional  exemption,  and  Messrs.  I.  Briggs  and  R.  O. 
Gray.*  All  three  have  done  excellent  service  during  our  time  of 
trouble,  and  1  am  glad  to  record  the  fact.  The  difficulty  has 
been  greatest  in  the  Reference  Library,  where  knowledge  of  books 
is  above  all  necessary  in  order  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of 
readers.  If  I  mention  them  by  name,  I  do  not  nevertheless  forget 
those  others,  alike  on  the  permanent  and  the  temporary  staff,  whose 
efforts  have  helped  to  keep  our  machinery  running  smoothly.

Gentlemen, 

Your  Committee  has  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  report 
of  the  Librarian  for  the  last  Corporation  year,  which  ended  on  the 
31st  March,  1918. 

'  The  most  pleasing  feature  is  that  notwithstanding  the  fact  we 

are  still  at  war,  involving  as  it  does  a  greater  demand  upon  the  time 
of  almost  every  member  of  the  community,  especially  the  working 
classes  and  those  engaged  in  commercial  pursuits  and  other  business 
callings,  the  number  of  issues  has  increased  fifty  per  cent,  more  than 
last  year.*  This  may  be  very  properly  regarded  as  shewing  the  growing 
popularity  of  the  institution.  To  meet  the  requirements  of  the  readers 
we  have  slightly  increased  our  stock  in  the  aggregate,  although  the 
report  points  to  a  slight  decrease  in  that  respect  in  the  stocks  of  the 
Stephenson  and  Victoria  Branches,  entirely  due  to  the  lack  of  funds 
brought  about  by  a  desire  to  comply  with  the  Government's  request 
for  governing  bodies  to  exercise  "  rigid  economy."  The  additional 
grant  of  £50  a  year  by  the  Education  Committee  is  much  appreciated. 

The  most  marked  increase  in  the  issues  is  that  of  the  Central 
Library.  For  the  year  ending  March,  1917,  there  was  a  decrease 
of  5,808  as  coiiipared  with  1916,  whilst  for  the  period  covered  b}^  the 


Viz.,   the  increase  this  year  is  30,400  ;    last  year  it  was  20,000. 


present  report,  there  is  an  increase  of  21,247  over  1917.  The  Victoria 
also  shews  a  substantial  increase  over  that  of  last  year.  There 
is  also  an  increase  in  the  other  Branches,  although  in  the  case  of  the 
Carnegie  and  Lady  Stephenson  the  increase  is  not  so  marked  as  last 
year.  This  probably  is  accounted  for  by  the  extra  demand  made 
upon  the  time  of  the  readers  using  those  Branches,  as  a  consequence 
of  the  exceptional  times  througli  which  we  are  passing. 

The  Reference  Library,  as  is  pointed  out  in  the  Report,  shews  a 
decrease  in  the  issues.  This  is  doubtless  due  to  the  causes  referred 
to  by  the  Chief  Librarian.  Your  Committee  is  still  very  much  impeded 
in  its  work  there  by  not  being  able  to  get  adequate  assistance,  although 
every  effort  has  been  put  forth  by  the  Emergency  Committee  to  do  so. 

Considering  all  the  circumstances,  your  Committee  has  every 
reason  for  thinking  that  wdien  the  war  is  over  the  Libraries  will  be 
more  popular  than  ever,  and  that  when  the  days  for  "  reconstruction  " 
arrive,  their  resources  and  value  will  be  more  appreciated  and  more 
abundantly  used. 

It  is  gratifying  to  read  that  two  members  of  the  Library  staff 
have  won  medals  for  valorous  services  on  the  battlefield,  and  your 
Committee  expresses  the  hope  that  they,  with  another  member  of  the 
staff  who  is  a  prisoner  in  the  enemy's  hands,  may  be  spared  to  come 
back  and  resume  their  duties  with  us.  Nor  are  we  less  desirous  that 
the  other  Library  assistants  also  should  return  in  safety. 

Ver}/  sincere  i egret  is  felt  at  the  loss  of  service  your  Committee 
has  sustained  by  the  deaths  of  Sir  Walter  Plummer  and  Mr.  Joseph 
Curry. 

I  take  this  opportunit3/  of  emphasising  the  Committee's  apprecia- 
tion of  the  long  services  which  Alderman  Flowers  has  rendered  to  the 
Public  Libraries,  first  as  an  ordinary  member  of  the  Committee,  then 
as  Vice-Chairman  and  Chairman  of  the  Books  and  House  Committee, 
and  finally  as  (Chairman  of  the  full  Committee.  In  no  part  of  his 
public  work  has  the  Alderman  taken  a  keener  interest  than  in  the 
Libraries.

Although  5,448  volumes  in  all  were  received  during  the  year  (5,038 
by  purchase,  410  by  gift),  yet  2,882  of  these  were  replacements,  and  so 
do  not  affect  the  total.  Also  1,273  volumes  were  discarded  from  stock 
and  must  be  deducted. 

The  issues  were  542,839,  as  against  512,408  last  year.  This  in- 
crease of  30,431  is  satisfactory,  especially  when  one  remembers  the 
extremely  difficult  conditions  under  which  the  Libraries  have  been 
worked  during  the  year.  Resignations,  importations  of  untrained 
assistants,  have  constantly  impeded  efficient  service  ;  one  is  the  more 
glad  that,  in  spite  of  all,  some  measure  of  success  has  been  achieved. 
The  most  substantial  increase  (21,247)  was  in  the  Central  Lending 
Library;  the  Stephenson  Branch  contributed  1,588;  the  Victoria 
5,955  ;    the  Carnegie  2,623  ;    and  the  Lady  Stephenson  2,244. 

In  the  Reference  Library  exceptional  difficulties  have  arisen  ; 
and  though  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  demands  for  certain 
subjects,  in  others  there  has  been  a  falling  off,  and  the  total  result  is 
a  drop  of  3,226.  This  drop,  however,  is  entirely  due  to  the  partial 
closing  made  necessary  by  the  staff"  difficulties.  For  a  considerable 
period  the  department  was  shut  on  Wednesdays  at  1-0  instead  of  9-0  ; 
and  during  another  period  it  was  not  opened  at  all  during  the  mornings. 


These  deficiencies  amount  to  321  working  days,  which  are  equal  to  51 
weeks.  But  for  them  there  would  have  been  a  considerable  increase 
in  the  issues,  for  until  the  end  of  February  there  actually  was  an 
increase. 

War  time  has  brought  its  own  kinds  of  readers  to  this  library. 
Thus  the  Ministry  of  Munitions  has  been  represented  ;  there  has  been 
a  group  of  young  men  engaged  on  Government  research  work,  who 
frequently  used,  among  other  works,  volumes  of  the  Mathematische 
Annalen  ;  a  cadet  has  come  to  study  advanced  mathematics,  reading 
books  that  are  seldom  in  demand  ;  naval  officers  come  with  inquiries 
about  the  correct  forms  of  the  mottoes  and  devices  of  ships  ;  the  late 
Engineer-Commander  of  the  Mary  Rose,  who  went  down  with  her  in 
the  convoy  disaster,  had  used  many  of  our  books  whilst  she  was  fitting 
in  the  Tyne,  to  write  a  history  of  the  successive  Mary  Roses  of  our  Navy. 

The  staff  difficulties  referred  to  arose,  as  is  natural,  out  of  war 
conditions.  They  have  given  constant  anxiety  during  the  year  ;  and 
while  they  have  been  most  keenly  felt  in  the  Reference  Department, 
have  caused  also  much  trouble  everywhere  else.  The  Emergency 
Committee,  appointed  especially  to  deal  with  such  impediments,  has 
had  numerous  meetings,  and  through  its  help  any  actual  breakdown 
has  been  skilfully  avoided. 

The  increase  in  the  price  of  books  has  been  maintained,  and  the 
cost  of  binding  has  also  risen.  For  these  reasons,  along  with  others, 
many  volumes  that  we  should  have  liked  to  acquire  have  been  passed 
by.  Nevertheless  the  library,  during  the  year,  has  acquired  interesting 
works,  both  of  local  and  general  importance.  In  the  Lending  Libraries, 
much  of  the  money  has  been  spent  in  replacements,  though  approxi- 
mately 2vS%  of  the  books  worn  out  have  been  altogether  discarded. 

The  Education  Conimittee  have  increased  the  grant  for  the  pur- 
chase of  technical  books  by  £S0,  making  it  ^LSO  this  year.  This  /SO 
is  beiui^  used  for  the  Branch  Libraries,  and  readers  in  the  suburbs  will 
reap  the  benefit  of  that  Committee's  generosity. 

The  Li])raries  Committee  liave  had  pleasure  in  acceding  to 
the  recjuest  of  the  Education  Committee  that  the  basement  of  the 
Carnegie  r^>ranch  should  be  lent  to  the  Atkinson  lioad  Junior  Technical 
School  for  the  j)urpose  of  teaching  wood-work.  The  school  premises 
are  inndc piate,  and  for  the  j)res(^nt,  of  course,  no  building  operations 
are  possible.  A  class  of  about  30  boys  is  thus  receiving  instruction 
on  our  premises  five  or  six  times  a  week. 


The  series  of  Benwell  Municipal  Lectures  was  resumed  in  March, 
when  two  lectures  were  given,  viz.  : — 

March  8th,  1918.  Mi.  J.  Walton  Lee  lectured  on  "  Nature  as 
seen  in  photography,"  showing  on  the  screen  many  slides 
in  natural  colour  photography.  Councillor  J .  Cole  was 
in  the  Chair. 

March  26th,  1918.  Dr.  F.  VV.  Dendy  gave  an  address  of  great 
local  interest,  entitled  "  Without  the  City  W^alls,"  illus- 
trated by  lantern  slides.  Councillor  Bramble  took  the 
Chair  in  the  absence  of  Col.  Sir  Johnstone  Wallace,  K.B.E. 

The  issues  to  scholars  of  the  Atkinson  Road  Schools  were  this 
year  somewhat  smaller  (4,709  as  against  5,342  last  year).  The  decrease 
was  due  to  the  conversion  of  the  Higher  Elementary  School  into  a 
Technical  School,  whereby  some  interruption  of  normal  work  was  caused. 
Probably  next  year  there  will  be  a  recovery. 

An  interesting  set  of  plans,  maps  and  exidence,  etc.,  relating 
chiefly  to  various  railways,  and  belonging  to  George  Stephenson,  the 
famous  engineer,  was  last  May  presented  to  Newcastle  by  Mr.  George 
J.  Cox,  of  Wellingborough,  as  a  memento  of  one  of  Newcastle's  most 
notable  citizens.  After  Stephenson's  death,  the  24  voknnes,  several 
of  which  bear  his  autograph,  went  to  a  personal  friend  of  his,  Mr.  James 
Campbell,  through  wdiose  grand-daughter,  Mrs.  Cox,  they  came  within 
Mr.  Cox's  disposal.  Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Lord  Mayor,  they 
were  offered  to  the  Public  Librar\',  and  gladly  accepted. 

In  October,  1917,  an  important  Library  Conference  was  held 
in  London,  which  was  attended  by  the  Librarian.  His  report  was 
laid  before  the  Committee,  and  a  special  Conference  Number  of  the 
Library  Association  Record  was  afterwards  distributed  amongst  the 
members.  It  will  be  remembered  that  the  dominant  note  of  the  Con- 
ference was  the  call  for  skilled  organization  in  special  departments 
of  library  work.  The  national  need  in  respect  of  commerce  and  tech- 
nology was  especially  discussed,  as  also  was  the  need  of  better  training 
for  library  assistants,  and  of  establishing  proper  library  schools.  With 
regard  to  Commercial  Libraries,  a  special  Sub-Committee  was  promptly 
appointed  in  Newxastle  to  consider  the  question.  The  idea  of  develop- 
ing the  existing  collection  of  commercial  and  business  books,  and  of 
organizing  a  local  extension  of  it  in  the  Quayside  area,  was  by  them 
unanimously  approved.  The  Public  Libraries  Committee  fully  con- 
curred in  the  scheme  suggested,  it  being  understood,  however,  that  the 
financial  support  of  the  commercial  community  of  the  City,  especially 
of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  would  be  required  to  enable  the  proposal 
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to  be  carried  into  effect.  So  far,  fiowever,  the  expected  support  has 
not  been  forthcoming.  With  regard  to  the  training  of  library  assistants, 
a  Summer  School,  lasting  a  fortnight  and  including  valuable  courses 
of  lectures  for  students  in  librarianship,  was  h(;ld  at  the  University 
of  Wales,  Aberystwyth,  July-August,  1917,  and  again  in  1918.  For 
two  or  'three  reasons  (amongst  them  the  difficulty  of  carrying  on  our 
work  under  present  conditions)  no  one  went  from  the  Newcastle  Public 
Libraries,  though  from  the  Armstrong  College  Library,  to  which  we  are 
affording  house-room,  a  representative  was  sent  by  the  College  Council. 
Next  3/ear,  however,  if  the  School  is  held  again,  it  is  nmch  to  be  hoped 
that  one  or  two  of  the  keener  and  more  capable  of  the  Public  Library's 
assistants  may  attend. 

In  the  course  of  the  year,  Alderman  Flowers,  whose  long  illness 
has  caused  sincere  regret,  resigned  the  Chairmanship  of  the  Committee. 
Fie  was  succeeded  by  Alderman  Sir  Walter  R.  Plummer,  sometime 
Vice-Chairman,  and  for  nearly  28  years  a  member  of  the  Public  Libraries 
Committee.  Most  unfortunately.  Sir  Walter,  who  had  fallen  seriously 
ill  himself,  died  after  a  few  months  (in  December,  1917),  to  the  real 
sorrov/  of  those  to  whom  his  uprightness  and  his  efforts  for  the  public 
welfare  had  made  their  appeal.  Councillor  G.  G.  Elliott,  Vice- 
Chairman,  who  had  been  on  the  Committee  ever  since  his  election  to 
the  Council,  was  appointed  in  his  place  ;  and  Councillor  J.  G.  Cole 
became  Vice-Chairman.  Another  death,  wliich  must  also  be  recorded 
with  regret,  w^as  that  of  Councillor  J.  Curry. 

Two  Military  Medals  have  been  awarded  to  members  of  the  library 
staff,  one  within  the  library  year,  the  other  a  little  later.  The  first  was 
to  Gunner  R.  D.  Robertson,  who  at  great  risk  went  through  a  thick 
barrage  to  establish  communication  during  the  battle  on  Passchendaele 
Ridge,  in  November,  1917.  The  second  was  to  Lance-Corporal  Thomas 
Smurthwaite,  who  on  June  15th,  1918,  when  the  first  line  of  the  British 
in  Italy  was  penetrated,  immediately  put  his  machine  gun  into  action 
and  throughout  the  da}/  engaged  the  enemy  at  close  range  whenever 
he  was  seen.  Mr.  W.  E.  Hurford  got  his  commission  in  September, 
1917.  Private  Edward  Pearson  has  unfortunately  been  taken  prisoner, 
and  is  now  at  Giessen.  Privates  Robertson  and  Crawley  were  wounded 
in  the  March  offensive,  but  have  fortunately  recovered. 

Mere  in  Newcastle,  those  of  our  permancnit  male  staff  who  have 
l;een  left  witli  us  since;  April,  1917,  have  done  their  part  also  by  keeping 
tlie  machinery  of  the  libraries  in  working  order.  To  them,  and  to  the 
more  responsible  of  our  women  assistants,  l)oth  on  the  ]3ermanent  and 
tcmpoiary  staff,  I  express  my  real  thanks  for  their  loyalty  and 
h('lj>fiib)css.

To  the  Members  of  the  City  Council. 

The  Committee  presents  herewith  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Librarian. 

As  will  be  observed,  our  stock  of  volumes  has  now  reached  the  tota 
of  186,071,  an  increase  for  the  year  of  2,483,  after  replacing  1,056 
discarded  volumes.     The  addition  includes  696  presentation  volumes. 

The  issues  for  the  year  exceed  by  16,914  those  for  the  previous 
year,  in  which  the  increase  was  30,431.  This,  I  think,  is  scarcely 
what  might  have  been  expected,  when  it  is  borne  in  mind  that  the 
Armistice  was  signed  in  November,  following  which  event  considerable 
numbers  were  released  from  the  Navy,  Army,  and  munition  works, 
thus  throwing  out  of  employment  a  large  number  of  both  men  and 
women.  Naturally  one  would  imagine  there  would  have  been  a  great 
influx  of  readers  at  all  the  Libraries,  which  is  not  the  case.  Neverthe- 
less, our  issues  are  up  nearly  seventeen  thousand  (16,914),  whilst  our 
readers  now  number  40,463,  an  increase  for  the  year  of  3,787. 

One  feature  worth  noting  respecting  the  year's  issues  is  that  for 
the  first  time  since  1911  the  recorded  issues  at  the  Reference  Library 
shew  an  increase.  From  1911,  when  they  were  111,717,*  there  was  a 
decline  each  year  until  at  March,  1918,  the  total  had  fallen  to  69,122.* 
This  year's  issue  is  76,344.  *  The  increase  may  be  due  partly  to  the  fact 
that  the  department  was  open  during  a  greater  number  of  days  than 
during  the  previous  year. 

*  These  totals  do  not  include  the  consultations  of  Indices  and  Abridgments

At  all  the  Lending  Libraries  the  number  of  readers  has  increased. 
At  the  Central  Library  the  number  is  15,239,  as  against  15,861  for  1912 
when  statistics  giving  the  number  of  readers  at  the  various  Lending 
Libraries  were  first  published.  The  highest  number  of  readers  there, 
was  16,376,  the  total  for  1913.  The  number  at  the  Branches  is,  in  all 
cases,  the  highest  on  record. 

Whilst  at  all  the  Lending  Libraries  the  number  of  readers  has 
increased,  and  at  none  more  than  at  the  Stephenson  and  Victoria 
Branches,  the  libraries  named  are  the  only  ones  shewing  a  dechne  in 
the  issues— the  former  a  decline  of  4,106  as  compared  with  those  of  the 
previous  year,  and  the  latter  a  decline  of  3,129. 

Reference  is  made  in  the  Report  to  important  gifts  from  Mr. 
Parker  Brewis  and  the  executors  of  the  late  Mrs.  Spence  Watson.  The 
pleasant  memory  of  the  association  of  the  deceased's  husband — the 
Rt.  Hon.  Robert  Spence  Watson — with  your  Committee,  as  an  eminent 
member  thereof,  will  in  this  practical  way  be  more  permanently 
established. 

It  is  expected  that  the  increase  of  the  library  rate  (also  referred 
to  in  the  Report)  will  be  sanctioned  by  Parliament,  in  which  case  the 
Branch  Libraries  in  whose  interests  this  action  was  taken,  and  for  which 
the  rate  is  mostly  needed,  will  be  in  a  position  to  liquidate  the  balance 
due  to  the  City  Treasurer  which,  in  consequence  of  the  present  rate 
for  the  Branches  being  insufficient  to  meet  the  expenditure,  has  been 
yearly  increasing. 

As  expressed  in  the  Report,  it  is  hoped  that  a  portion  at  least  of 
the  valuable  collection  of  the  late  Mr.  Matthew  Mackey  may  be  secured 
for  the  Library.  This  rare  opportunity  afforded  for  securing  various 
desiderata  should  not  be  missed. 

I  cannot  conclude  without  wishing  to  pay  my  tribute  to  the 
great  qualities  of  our  late  member,  Mr.  Richard  Welford,  so  well  and 
truly  described  in  the  Report.  He  was  always  present  at  our  meetings 
when  health  permitted,  and  his  counsel  and  advice  we  all  fully 
appreciated.       He  was  indeed  a  man  of  mark.

CHIEF    LIBRARIAN'S    REPORT. 


To  the  Members  of  the  Public  Libraries  Committee. 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ended  March  31st,  1919. 

5,240  volumes  were  received*  during  the  year,  4,544  being  pur- 
chases, 693  presented  ;  but  of  the  total  purchased,  1,701  were 
replacements,  which  do  not  count  as  additions.  1,056  volumes  have 
been  discarded  during  the  year.       The  net  stock  is  as  follows  : —

The  issues  were  559,753,  as  against  542,839  last  year.  The 
Reference  Library  was  closed  at  1-0  on  Wednesdays  during  24  weeks, 
owing  to  shortage  of  staff  ;  and  this  meant  a  serious  curtailment  of  the 
normal  issue  of  books  to  readers.  Here,  as  in  all  the  Lending  Libraries, 
the  number  of  books  added  was  much  smaller  than  usual,  owing  to  high 
prices  and  low  funds.  As  regards  the  Lending  Libraries  more  par- 
ticularly, many  books  ordered  have  not  been  supplied,  since  publishers 
had  allowed  them  to  go  out  of  print  ;  and  many  hundreds  of  popular 
books  which  had  been  sent  to  the  binders  were  long  kept  out  of  circula- 
tion, owing  to  the  shortage  of  binding  materials  and  the  lack  of  workmen. 
Altogether,  the  increased  total  issues  of  16,914  may  be  regarded  as 
satisfactory. 

The  staff  difticulties  arising  out  of  war  conditions  were  sufficiently 
referred  to  in  the  last  Report.  As  the  year  passed,  things  gradually 
improved,  and  after  the  signing  of  the  Armistice,  the  measures  taken  to 
secure  demobilization  began  to  bear  fruit.  At  the  end  of  November, 
it  was  possible  to  re-open  the  Reference  Library  on  Wednesday  after- 
noons, and  by  March  several  of  the  permanent  staff  were  back  at  work. 


The  question  of  providing  books  for  blind  people,  who  owing 
to  the  war  are  now  far  more  numerous,  has  been  carefully  considered 
by  the  Committee.  It  is  expected  that  before  long  some  arrangement 
will  be  made  which  will  prove  more  suitable  to  the  needs  of  the  day  than 
our  existing  scheme. 

During  the  year  a  valuable  collection  of  deeds  belonging  to  the 
late  Canon  Greenwell,  of  Durham,  was  generously  presented  to  the 
Reference  Library  by  Mr.  Parker  Brewis,  F.S.A.,  of  Newcastle.  They 
are  largely  manorial  records  relating  to  Northumberland  and  Durham, 
and  many  of  them  date  back  to  the  12th  and  13th  centuries.  They 
have  now  been  briefly  indexed,  and  in  due  course  will  be  more  fully 
treated  and  bound  up  in  suitable  volumes. 

Our  Bewick  Collection  has  been  improved  by  the  addition  of 
wood  blocks  by  Thomas  and  John  Bewick,  and  by  pupils.  These 
came  from  the  collection  of  the  late  Dr.  C.  Clark  Burman,  of  Alnwick. 
A  library  of  great  local  importance,  to  which  attention  has  been  turned, 
is  that  of  the  late  Mr.  Matthew  Mackey.  It  is  rich  in  locally  printed 
books,  in  local  views,  in  Bewickiana,  and  the  Committee  have  hopes 
that  at  least  an  appropriate  part  of  it  may  be  secured  for  the  Central 
Public  Library.  If  so,  our  Bewick  Collection  would  receive  important 
additions  and  would  stand  out  conspicuously  as  the  best  repository  in 
the  world  for  Bewick's  work  ;  whilst  to  the  Reference  Library  there 
would  come,  along  with  a  number  of  rare  and  beautiful  works,  certain 
unique  volumes  which  we  have  long  lacked. 

Our  financial  position,  which,  since  the  war  broke  out,  has  been 
difficult,  has  now  become  extremely  grave.  With  the  Council's  sanction, 
the  Committee  therefore  resolved  in  February,  1919,  upon  the  inclusion, 
in  a  bill  being  presented  in  Parliament,  of  powers  to  increase  the 
Library  Rate  by  ^d.  in  the  £  for  general  purposes.  Meanwhile,  they 
gave  a  general  support  to  the  Library  Association  in  its  effort  to  secure 
the  removal  of  the  limitation  of  the  library  rate. 

In  February,  also,  a  Sub-Committee  was  appointed  to  consider 
the  possibility  of  establishing  a  Branch  Library  in  Scotswood. 

Among  the  readers  at  the  Branch  Libraries  there  are,  unfortunately, 
a  certain  number  of  thieves,  who  have  abused  the  privileges  of  open- 
access.       The  Stephenson  l^ranch  in  particular  has  suffered. 

At  the  Carnegie  i-Jrancii  Library,  two  lectures  were  given  to 
large   audiences.        The   first   was   l)y   the    Public   Librarian,   and   was 


entitled  "A  Newcastle  Seaman  100  years  ago."  The  Lord  Mayor- 
Elect  (Councillor  A.  Munro  Sutherland)  was  in  the  Chair.  The  date 
was  November  7th,  1918.  The  second  lecture  was  by  Dr.  Harold 
Kerr,  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  was  on  the  topical  subject  of 
"  Influenza."  Col.  Sir  Johnstone  Wallace,  K.B.E.,  was  in  the  Chair. 
The  date  was  February  27th,  1919.  These  Benwell  Municipal  Lectures 
have  now  been  held  for  eight  seasons,  viz.,  since  January,  1911. 

The  issues  to  scholars  of  the  Junior  Technical  School,  Atkinson 
Road,  Benwell,  have  again  fallen  off  this  year  (viz.,  from  4,709  to  3,113). 
The  recent  reorganization  of  the  school  has  affected  adversely  the 
working  of  the  scheme  previously  arranged. 

Two  events — one  a  gain,  the  other  a  loss — which  have  occurred 
since  March  31st,  should  be  chronicled.  In  April,  the  Committee 
received  from  the  trustees  of  the  late  Mrs.  R.  Spence  Watson,  a  bequest 
of  254  volumes.  These  came  from  the  library  of  the  late  Right 
Hon.  Robert  Spence  Watson,  P.C,  D.C.L.,  and  are  representative  of 
the  varied  learning  and  interests  of  a  man  who  was  for  37  years  Chair- 
man of  our  Books  Committee.  They  are  a  valuable  acquisition,  and 
are  concerned  with  literature,  art,  travel,  mountaineering,  folk-lore, 
and  political  life.  There  are  amongst  them  also  many  MS.  volumes 
of  lectures  on  literature,  language,  etc.,  written  in  his  own  hand.  A 
list  of  them  is  appended.  The  books  are  being  distributed  among  the 
different  departments,  and  will  be  distinctively  marked  so  as  to  form 
a  lasting  memorial  of  a  great  ftgure  in  the  history  of  the  Public  Library 
of  Newcastle. 

The  other  event  that  one  has  most  reluctantly  to  record  is  the 
death  of  Mr.  Richard  Welford,  M.A.,  J. P.  Elected  in  1910  to  the 
Books  and  House  Committee,  and  then  to  the  Books  Selection  Committee, 
he  placed  his  "knowledge  both  of  books  and  human  kind"  freely 
at  the  service  of  his  colleagues.  He  was  one  of  a  notable  group  on 
our  Committee  ;  and  in  lamenting  his  loss,  we  recall  also  the  passing 
of  Mr.  Matthew  Mackey  in  1913,  Sir  Henry  Newton,  1914,  and  Mr. 
R.  Oliver  Heslop  in  1916.  Those  who  had  Mr.  Welford' s  personal 
friendship  will,  it  need  hardly  be  said,  regret  his  loss  deeply.  To  his 
general  abilities  two  who  knew  him  well  have  recently  borne  witness. 
x\s  the  Rev.  Alfred  Hall  said,  on  the  occasion  of  his  funeral,  "  If  any 
man  merits  the  title  of  '  the  historian  of  the  North,'  surely  it  is  Mr. 
Welford.  He  had  the  power — so  necessary  to  him  who  would  discover 
the  meaning  and  the  lesson  of  past  experience — of  taking  the  hard, 


bare  record,  and  infusing  into  it  the  soul  it  once  possessed.  Centuries 
ahead  his  name  will  be  familiar  to  those  who  would  know  the  events 
which  happened  '  Twixt  Tyne  and  Tweed/  " 

Mr.  Oxberry  again,  in  his  appreciation,  said,  ' '  The  catholicity 
and  versatility  which  distinguished  Mr.  Welford  did  not  prevent  him 
from  specialising.  He  knew  a  great  deal  about  many  subjects  ;  he 
knew  pretty  well  all  that  is  to  be  known  about  local  lore,  and  local 
bibliography.        Throughout   his   life   the   love   of    books   exercised   a 

dominating  influence  on  all  his  pursuits He  was,  indeed,  from 

boyhood  onward,  a  book-lover  in  the  best  sense  of  the  term.  His  books 
were  his  friends  and  companions,  counsellors  and  helpers." 

It  remains  only  to  add  a  few  words  concerning  the  Staff.  Of  the 
seventeen  who  went  on  military  or  naval  service,  two  (Gunner  Buck 
and  Pte.  Jordan)  can  never  return.  One  (Sergt.  Smettem)  was  gassed, 
but  has  now  practically  recovered  ;  three  (Gunner  Robertson  and  Ptes. 
Crawley  and  Mackay)  were  wounded,  but  have  also  recovered  ;  two 
(Gunner  Robertson  and  Sergt.  Smurthwaite)  won  the  Military  Medal  ; 
one  (L/Corpl.  Pearson)  was  captured,  but  has  returned  scatheless.  Two 
got  Commissions  (Lieuts.  Hurford  and  Miller)  ;  two  have  not  yet  been 
demobilised.  Thirteen  in  all  have  come  back  to  civil  life.  One  is  glad 
to  welcome  them  home  again  in  safety,  and  to  thank  them  for  the  part 
they  have  played  in  our  country's  defence.  To  those  also  of  the  staff, 
both  men  and  women,  who  perforce  stayed  at  home,  appreciative  thanks 
are  due  for  the  worthy  manner  in  which  they  have  helped,  under 
difficult  conditions,  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Libraries.

To  the  Members  of  the  City  Council. 

The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  presenting  tlic  39th  Annual 
Report  of  the  Librarian.  It  is  so  comprehensive  that  I  need  but  touch 
on  one  or  two  matters  referred  to  therein. 

There  has  been  a  net  addition  of  3,979  to  our  stock  of  books, 
divided  as  follows: — to  the  Reference  Library,  1,642;  Stephenson, 
608  ;  Central  Lending  Library,  571  ;  Lady  Stephenson,  446  ;  Victoria, 
384  ;   Carnegie,  328. 

Last  year  we  were  able  to  point  to  an  increase  of  16,914  in  the 
issues  beyond  those  of  the  previous  year.  But  the  issues  this  year  have- 
fallen  short  of  last  year's  by  508.  Nevertheless  the  total  of  559,245 
is  a  demonstration  of  the  appreciation  of  the  efforts  made  by  3^our  Com- 
mittee to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  reading  public.  This  they 
have  only  been  able  to  do  for  the  last  few  years  in  a  very  inadequate 
measure ;  but  now  that  the  limitation  of  the  1  ibrary  Rate  has  been 
abolished,  and,  in  addition,  our  own  local  rates  consolidated,  the 
Committee  will  be  able  to  meet  the  pressing  demands  of  their  readers 
with  less  financial  restraint. 

Reference  is  made  in  the  Report  to  the  purchase  of  a  portion 
of  the  Mackey  collection  of  books  and  Bewickiana.  This  your  Com- 
mittee considered  was  an  opportunity  offered  which  should  not  be 
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neglected.     The  result  has  been  the  acquisition  of  a  valuable  addition 
of  over  200  volumes  and  300  blocks. 

Special  mention  must  also  be  made  of  the  deeds  and  documents  of 
the  Delaval  Family,  relating  to  the  Waterford  Estate,  which  have  been 
secured  to  the  Library  through  the  instrumentality  of  our  respected 
member.  Dr.  F.  W.  Dendy.  His  services  in  this  matter  are,  I  need 
not  say,  very  highly  appreciated,  not  only  by  his  colleagues,  but  by 
the  whole  of  the  members  of  the  Council.  The  public  will  soon,  it  is 
expected,  be  given  an  opportunity  of  appraising  the  value  of  the  gift. 

I  wish  also  to  make  special  reference  to  the  acceptable  gift,  by 
Mr.  Hugh  Richardson,  of  140  volumes  (several  of  them  having  a  local 
interest),  which  belonged  to  his  late  father,  Mr.  David  Richardson,  a 
well-known  citizen. 

The  Committee  desire  to  express  the  sense  they  feel  of  the  loss 
sustained  in  the  death  of  their  Vice-Chairman,  Ex-Sheriff  Councillor 
Cole.  He  was  a  genial  colleague,  deeply  interested  in  his  work  as  a 
public  representative,  and  particularly  in  that  of  the  Libraries.  This 
was  evidenced  by  his  clockwork  attendance  at  all  the  meetings,  where  his 
counsel  and  advice  were  most  welcome  and  indeed  valuable.  Mr.  Cole 
was  personally  known  to  me  since  a  boy  in  my  teens,  and  I  have  followed 
his  successful  public  and  business  career  with  great  pleasure.  The 
deepest  sympathy  with  his  family,  I  am  sure,  is  felt  by  us  all.

CHIEF    LIBRARIAN'S    REPORT. 


Sir  and  Members, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1920 

During  the  year  7,367  volumes  were  received.     Of  these,   1,047 
were  presented,   and  the  remaining  6,320  purchased.     Of  the  6,320, 
however,  2,260  were  replacements,  which  do  not  count  as  additions 
to  stock.     The  gross  additions  are  thus — 
1,047  (presentations) 
4,060  (new  purchases).

The  net  additions,  got  by  deducting  from  5,107  the  number  of 
books  discarded  (viz.,  1,128),  are  3,979.  The  total  stock  is  190,050, 
and  is  distributed  as  follows  among  the  different  departments  : —

Of  the  books  removed  from  the  shelves  (on  account  of  wear  and 
tear,  theft,  etc.),  only  two-thirds  were  replaced.  Man}'  had  gone  out 
of  print,  many  had  become  too  expensive,  whilst  in  ocher  cases  the. 
demand  had  ceased. 

The  total  issues  for  the  year  were  559,245,  as  against  559,753 
last  year.  In  the  Reference  Library,  106,453  volumes  were  issued, 
as  against  88,354 — an  increase  of  18,000,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  since 
Januar3^  1920,  the  former  heavy  demand  for  military  information 
(concerning  details  of  promotion,  etc.),  has  practically  ceased.  In  the 
Lending  Libraries  there  has  been  a  decrease,  most  of  which  is  in  the  issue 


of  books  to  children  (viz.,  137,634,  as  against  149,420— a  fall  of  11,786). 
As  is  well  known,  many  children's  books  have  gone  out  of  print  and 
cannot  be  replaced,  whilst  the  price  of  those  that  are  still  available  has, 
in  most  instances,  been  raised.  We  have  thus  been  unable,  at  all  events 
during  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  to  keep  pace  with  the  demand. 
As  to  the  adult  departments,  the  Central  Lending  shows  an  increase 
of  2,000,  the  Stephenson  a  decrease  of  5,000,  the  Victoria  an  increase 
of  600,  the  Carnegie  a  decrease  of  1,950,  and  the  Lady  Stephenson,  a 
decrease  of  1,400.  It  has  been  impracticable  to  maintain  the  usual 
supply  of  fiction,  either  in  replacements  or  in  new  works  ;  and  it  is  notice- 
able that  the  issue  of  fiction  read  has  dropped  by  4%. 

Reference  was  made  in  the  last  report  to  the  library  of  Mr. 
Matthew  Mackey,  a  late  member  of  Committee,  and  the  hope  was 
expressed  that  some  of  his  books  and  Bewickiana  might  be  acquired 
for  the  Public  Library.  Negotiations  were  entered  into  with  the 
executors,  and  in  September,  1919,  a  valuable  selection  was  bought. 
A  few  of  the  items  maj^  be  mentioned  here  : — Extra  illustrated  copies 
of  Hutchinson's  Durham,  Mackenzie's  Newcastle,  Durham  and 
Northumberland  ;  many  tracts  printed  at  Newcastle  and  York  ;  J. 
Crawhall's  copy  of  the  Carr  MS.  (a  catalogue  of  Newcastle  mayors 
and  sheriffs  from  1432  to  1889,  showing  their  arms)  ;  local  autograph 
letters,  local  ex-hbris  and  local  views  ;  Bewickiana  (autograph  letters 
and  wood-blocks),  etc.,  etc.  In  all,  there  are  over  200  volumes  and 
300  blocks. 

Another  acquisition  of  great  local  importance  was  a  collection 
of  deeds  and  documents  relating  to  the  Waterford  estate  (Delaval 
family).  Many  thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  F.  W.  Dendy,  a  member  of  our 
Committee,  for  his  leading  share  in  the  negotiations  which  led  to  our 
receiving  this  collection  as  a  gift.  After  correspondence  with  Mr. 
H.  H.  E.  Craster,  he  had  recommended  the  County  History  Society, 
who  were  in  communication  with  the  trustees,  that  the  Public  Library 
was  the  proper  repository  for  such  of  the  papers  as  related  to  the 
Northumberland  estates  ;  and  eventually  this  suggestion  was  agreed  to. 
Mr.  Craster,  who  has  examined  the  papers,  and  whose  History  of 
Northumberland  is  so  well  known,  has  kindly  lent,  for  consultation 
and  use,  his  MS.  volumes  bearing  on  the  documents.  Steps  are  being 
taken  to  have  the  collection  dealt  with  in  such  a  way  as  to  make  it 
profitably  accessible  to  the  public  concerned. 

Oui  typewritten  catalogue  of  the  Coleman  Deeds,  prepared 
some  years  ago  for  use  in  the  Reference  Library,  has  during  the  year 


been  printed  in  the  Proceedings  of  the  Society  ol  Antiquaries.  The 
suggestion  that  this  should  be  done  was  made  to  the  Society  by  Dr. 
Dendy.  In  collaboration  with  Mr.  Robert  Blair,  F.S.A.,  Secretary 
to  the  Society,  I  have  now  seen  the  catalogue  through  the  press,  and 
am  arranging  to  have  some  off-prints,  which  will  be  on  sale  to  the  public. 

In  July,  Mr.  Hugh  Richardson  kindly  presented  to  the  Library 
about  140  volumes  which  had  belonged  to  his  late  father,  Mr.  David 
Richardson,  of  the  Gables,  Elswick  Road.  They  were  of  miscellaneous 
character  and  interest,  and  were  distributed  among  different  depart- 
ments. A  few  of  the  volumes  ie.^.,  those  containing  illustrations  by 
Birket  Fostei),  were  of  local  interest. 

On  several  occasions,  groups  of  school-children  have  been  brought 
to  the  Reference  Library,  and  have  had  something  of  its  ariangem.ent 
and  resources  explained  to  them.  The  advantage  of  arousing  the 
interest  of  young  readeis  in  what  is  a  great  civic  possession,  needs  no 
elaboration. 

The  question  of  supplying  books  for  the  blind,  which  was  referred 
to  last  year,  has  received  further  consideration.  The  North  Shields 
Institute,  to  which  we  have  long  subscribed,  has  transferred  its  plant, 
etc.,  to  the  workshops  for  the  Adult  Blind.  This  latter  body  is  organiz- 
ing, on  behalf  of  the  National  Institute  for  the  Blind,  a  hbrary  in 
Newcastle  itself,  and  \\  ill  secure  a  frequently  changed  succession  of  vol- 
umes from  the  National  Library  for  the  Blind.  It  was  resolved  that 
as  soon  as  the  arrangements  are  completed,  we  should  subscribe  to  the 
Workshops  for  the  Adult  Blind. 

The  establishment  of  a  separate  Commercial  Library,  which 
has  been  discussed  on  several  occasions,  is  still  in  suspense.  The  diffi- 
culty of  finding  suitable  premises,  and  the  lack  of  adequate  financial 
means,  have  been  the  chief  obstructions  to  the  carrying  out  of  the 
scheme. 

In  1919,  a  Sub-Committee  was  appointed  to  inquire  into  the 
matter  of  providing  a  Branch  Library  for  Scotswood.  At  first,  owing 
to  the  bad  state  of  our  finances,  it  seemed  inadvisable  to  take  serious 
action.  Recently,  after  this  trouble  had  been  somewhat  relieved, 
the  Sub-Committee  made  a  careful  inspection  of  the  district  and 
unanimously  agreed  that  a  Branch  should  be  established  there.  From 
Scotswood,  access  is  quite  difficult  to  the  Carnegie  Library  ;  and  only 
about  2%  of  the  Scotswood  residents  can  or  do  makL'  use  of  it.  Whilst 
the  building  of  a  library  was  at  present  out  of  the  question,  it  was  hoped 
that  some  existing  premises  could  be  found  which,  at  a  small  expense, 
might  be  convex  ted  to  our  requirements.     A  vacant  shop  was  discovered 


and  plans  were  prepared.  But  the  General  Committee  did  not  like  the 
site  ;  and  even  the  suggested  alterations,  in  the  present  state  of  the 
labour  market,  proved  intolerably  expensive.  They  fully  recognized, 
however,  that  the  Branch  is  urgently  needed,  and  desired  the  Sub- 
Committee  to  continue  its  search  for  more  suitable  premises. 

The  Annual  Conference  of  the  Library  Association  was  held  in 
Southport,  and  was  attended  by  the  Public  Librarian.  It  was  an 
important  meeting,  the  chief  subject  of  discussion  being  the  3rd  Interim 
Report  of  the  Adult  Education  Committee  and  its  bearing  on  the  future 
conditions  of  Public  Library  organization.  The  Librarian's  report  was 
carefully  consideied.  and  the  Newcas'ile  Committee  passed,  and  sent  to 
the  suitable  authorities,  a  resolution  expressing  their  views  on  the 
question. 

The  sad  death,  on  25th  February,  1920,  of  Councillor  J.  G.  Cole, 
Vice-Chairman  of  the  Public  Libraries  Committee,  will  be  fresh  in  the 
memoiy  of  all.  Though  he  had  not  held  ofhce  for  long,  he  had  won  the 
esteem  and  liking  of  those  with  whom  he  was  associated,  and  the  Com- 
mittee have  recorded  in  the  Minutes  their  sorrow  for  his  loss. 

Another  death  that  has  occurred  is  that  of  Councillor  Bourn. 
He  died  on  5th  June,  1919,  and  the  Committee  sincerely  regret  his  loss. 

Owing  to  ill-health,  Mr.  (formerly  Alderman)  R.  Flowers,  has 
severed  his  long  connection  with  our  work  ;  and  this  is  another 
deprivation  vs^hich  we  sincerely  regret.  He  has  been  a  member  of  Com- 
mittee since  1888,  and  has  held  office  successively  as  Vice-Chairman 
and  Chairman  of  the  Books  and  House  Committee,  and  as  Vice-Chairman 
and  Chairman  of  the  Public  Libraries  Committee.  He  finds  that  it  is 
not  possible  to  attend  our  meetings,  and  has,  therefore,  resigned.  The 
Chairman  moved  '/  that  there  be  recorded  on  the  minutes  an  apprecia- 
tion of  his  long  and  valued  services  to  the  community,  especially  in 
connection  with  the  Public  Libraries,  and  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  Mr. 
Flowers  expressive  of  the  thanks  and  best  wishes  of  his  late  colleagues 
on  the  Public  Libraries  Committee."  The  motion  was  carried 
unanimously. 

Another  member  of  Committee,  Mr.  H  B.  Saint,  has  also  for 
months  been  unable  to  attend  our  meetings.  His  absence  was  due  in 
the  first  place  to  illness,  and  then  to  an  accident  which  caused  a 
fractured  limb.  The  Committee's  cordial  sympathy  with  him  in  his 
misfortune  has  been  expressed  and  conveyed  to  him.  We  hope  that 
we  shall  now  shortly  see  him  amongst  us  once  more.

To  the  mcmhcrs  of  ihc  Ciiy  Council. 

The  Committee  have  once  again  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual 
Report — the  fortieth — of  the  Librarian,  which  I  have  every  confidence  in 
saying  will  prove  satisfactory. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  net  addition  to  our  stock  has  brought 
the  total  to  191,238,  the  increase  being  1,188  as  compared  with  3,979  for 
the  previous  year.  Notwithstanding  this  total  advance  the  separate 
stocks  at  the  Stephenson  and  Carnegie  Branches  have  been  reduced — 
that  at  the  Stephenson  from  19,799  to  19,363,  and  that  at  the  Carnegie 
from  10,592  to  10,526.  The  total  replacements  for  the  year  numbered 
2,902  as  against  2,260  for  1919-20.  Neither  the  volumes  presented  nor 
those  purchased  reached  the  totals  of  the  preceeding  year,  the  former 
falling  short  by  377  and  the  latter  by  755.  Still,  the  pleasing  fact  remains 
that  our  total  stock  has  been  increased  by  1,188  as  above  mentioned. 

Last  year  the  total  issues  were  508  less  than  those  of  the  previous 
year.  It  is  therefore  gratifying  to  observe  that  the  1920-21  issues 
are  21,025  beyond  those  of  1919-20,  the  total  for  the  year  under  review 
being  no  less  than  580,270.  The  increase  is  in  the  Lending  Libraries, 
there  being  a  falling  off  in  the  Reference  Library  of  3,837. 

There  has  been  a  notable  increase  in  the  issues  to  Juvenile  Readers, 
principally  at  the  Central  Library,  though  both  the  Walker  and  Elswick 
branches  participate  in  this  revival.  This  is  no  doubt  due,  as  pointed 
out  by  the  Librarian,  to  the  recently  published  new  Children's  Catalogue 
and  to  a  larger  purchase  of  Juvenile  books.  More  detailed  information 
is  given  by  the  Librarian  in  his  report  respecting  the  stock  and  issues.

Your  Committee  wish  again  to  express  its  appreciation  of  the  f^'iit 
by  the  Education  (>)mmittce  of  £\S0,  which  they  a])phecl  as  in  the  past 
to  the  purchase  of  books  of  a  technical  character.  To  the  eighty  volumes 
bequeathed  by  the  late  Mr.  Richard  Welf(jrd  attention  is  alsfj  called  ; 
they  should  be  of  great  value  to  historical  students. 

Other  matters  referred  to  by  the  Librarian  will  be  found  interesting, 
particularly  the  gift  to  the  adopted  city  of  Arras  of  important  books 
relating  to  the  history  of  our  own  City  and  of  the  County  of  Northumber- 
land. 

The  Lectures  at  the  Carnegie  Branch,  in  which  the  Vice-Chairman, 
Councillor  Lambert,  takes  especial  interest,  have  been  continued  as  one 
of  the  pleasing  features  of  3/our  Committee's  work.  Their  popularity 
has  been  maintained. 

And  now  that  there  is  a  brighter  outlook  for  industries  throughout 
the  country  it  is  believed  that  the  great  usefulness  of  Public  Libraries 
will  be  more  than  ever  demonstrated  ;  and  nothing  will  be  wanting  in  the 
efforts  of  your  Committee  to  keep  the  Libraries  well  stocked  with  up-to- 
date  volumes,  whereby  to  attract  readers  and  to  help  them  in  the  cultiv- 
ation of  a  love  for  literature  of  a  wholesome  and  useful  character.

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CHIEF    LIBRARIAN'S    REPORT. 


Sir  and  Members, 

I  beg  to  saibmit  my  report  for  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1921. 

During  the  year  6,235  vohimes  were  received.     Of  these,  670  were 

presented,  and  the  remaining  5,565  purchased.     Of  the  5,565,  however, 

2,902  were  replacements,  which  do  not  count  as  additions  to  stock.    The 

gross  additions  are  thus —

3,333. 

The  net  additions,  got  ])y  deducting  from  3,v333  the  number  of  books 
discarded  (viz.,  2,145),  are  1,188.  The  total  stock  is  191,238  and  is 
distributed  as  follows  among  the  different  departments  : —

The  total  issues  for  the  year  were  580,270  as  against  559,245— an 
increase  of  21,025.  In  the  Reference  and  Patent  Libraries  102,616 
volumes  were  consulted,  as  against  106,453  last  year.  The  decrease 
is  more  than  accounted  for  by  the  fall  in  consultations  of  Specifications, 
Lulices  and  Abridgments  of  Patents,  for  which  the  demand  is  lessened 
owing  to  the  fact  that  searches  are  undertaken  at  head-quarters  in 
London  on  payment  of  a  small  fee.  In  the  Lending  Libraries  the  total 
issue  was  477,654  as  against  452,792— an  increase  of  24,862. 

Taking  the  departments  seriatim,  the  Reference  Library  shows  an 
increase  in  the  use  of  the  Thomlinson  Bequest,  and  in  books  on  Phil- 
osophy, Religion,  Philology,  Natural  Science,  Useful  and  Technical 
Arts,  Literature  ;  and  a  decrease  in  General  Works,  Sociology,  Fine  Arts, 
and  History.  The  year's  work,  excluding  the  Patents,  shows  a  small 
increase.  The  Central  Lending  shows  an  increase  of  5,701,  viz.,  160,149 
as  against  154,448.  The  issue  of  children's  books,  in  which  last  year 
a  fall  of  11,786  was  recorded,  has  this  year  increased  by  5,750.  The 
improvement  is  partly  due  to  the  publication  last  summer  of  the  new 


Children's  Catalogue,  and  partly  to  a  somewhat  increased  stock  of  books. 
The  issue  to  adults  has  not  materially  changed  (113,683  as  against 
113,732).  The  Stephenson  Branch  shows  a  total  increase  this  year  of 
7,614  (93,637  as  compared  with  86,023).  Of  this  increase,  6,982  were 
adult  and  632  juvenile.  The  Victoria  Branch  shows  a.  small  decrease 
of  2,070  (92,352  as  compared  with  94,422)  ;  there  is  a  fall  in  juvenile 
issues  and  a  small  increase  in  adult.  At  the  Carnegie  Branch,  Benwell, 
there  is  a  rise  of  9,358  (82,719  as  against  73,361)  ;  the  increase  is  almost 
entirely  in  adult  issues,  and  is  mainly  in  Natural  Science,  Useful  Arts, 
Literature,  and  History.  At  the  Lady  Stephenson  Library,  Walker, 
the  total  issues  have  increased  by  4,259  (adult  by  2,750,  juvenile  by 
1509).     The  total  is  48,797  as  against  44,538  last  year. 

The  late  Mr.  Richard  Welford,  M.A.,  J. P.,  whose  death  in  June  1919 
was  so  greatly  regretted,  bequeathed  80  volumes  to  the  Public  Library 
as  a  remembrance  of  the  keen  interest  he  had  long  taken  in  its  conduct 
and  welfare.  These  volumes  were  received  early  in  1920.  They 
comprised  the  Journal  of  the  House  of  Commons,  vol.  1,  1547  to  vol. 
43,  1785,  vol,  47,  1792,  and  Index  to  vols.  1-34  ;  and  Journal  of  the  House 
of  Lords,  vol.   1,  1509  to  vol.  32,  1770. 

The  establishment  of  a  Branch  Library  at  Scotswood  is  still  deferred. 
Full  explanation  of  the  difficulties  was  made  in  the  last  Annual  Report, 
and  these  difficulties,  which  were  chiefly  financial,  have  not  as  yet  been 
solved. 

The  Education  Committee  have  again  been  good  enough  to  allocate 
to  the  Public  Libraries  Committee,  from  the  funds  rendered  available 
by  the  Local  Taxation  (Customs  and  Excise)  Act,  1890,  £150  for  the 
purchase  of  books  of  a  technical  and  useful  character.  The  books 
purchased  in  previous  years  have  proved  of  real  value  to  the  community, 
and  the  policy  of  the  Education  Committee  in  making  these  grants  has 
been  thoroughly  justified. 

At  Benwell  the  association  between  the  Carnegie  Branch  and  the 
adjacent  schools  (Junior  Technical  School  and  Benwell  Secondary  School 
for  Girls)  continues  its  successful  work.  The  methods  employed  have 
been  explained  in  a  previous  report,  and  each  term  hundreds  of  scholars 
make  profitable  use  of  our  books. 

In  April,  1920,  the  Classical  Association  of  England  and  Wales  held 
its  annual  meeting  in  Newcastle  and  Durham.  The  Lord  Mayor  of 
Newcastle  gave  a  reception  to  the  Association,  and  the  Public  Libraries 
Committee  helped  to  make  their  first  visit  to  the  district  a  success.  The 
Committee  presented  our  Classical  Catalogue  to  those  members  of  the 
Classical  Association  who  desired  a  copy,  and  by  the  loan  of  a  number  of 
Greek  and  Latin  books,  MSS.,  etc.,  co-operated  with  the  Library  of 
Armstrong  College  in  holding  an  exhibition  of  great  interest  and  value. 
The   episode   marked    again    llie   close   and   friendly   relations   which. 


to  their  mutual  advantage,  had  long  subsisted  between  the  College,  the 
Corporation  and  the  Public  Library.  The  thanks  of  the  visitors,  both  to 
the  Lord  Mayor  and  to  the  Public  Libraries  Committee,  were  most 
cordially  expressed  in  the  Report  of  the  Classical  Journals  Board.

Last  summer  a  catalogue  of  children's  books  in  the  Central  Library 

was  issued.     Arranged  on  the  dictionary  plan,  and  decorated  with  cuts 

by  the  Bewicks,  it  proved  attractive  to  our  young  readers,  the  more  so 

that  the  occasion  was  taken  to  increase  the  stock  of  children's  books, 

which  had  got  sadly  depleted  during  the  war. 

The  special  privileges  granted  from  time  to  time  to  University 
and  other  students  continue  of  course  to  bear  good  fruit  ;  and  the 
Committee  has  received  various  letters  of  special  thanks. 

A  summer  School  of  Librar\'  Training,  lasting  a  fortnight,  was  held 
again  at  Aberystwyth  in  August.  On  previous  occasions  Newcastle 
had  not  been  represented,  but  this  time  the  Committee  sent  two  members 
of  the  staff  who  derived  much  pleasure  and  benefit  from  their  attendance. 
At  the  1920  stocktaking  11  books  were  reported  missing  from  the 
Central  Lending  Librar}^  69  at  the  Stephenson  Branch,  52  at  the  Victoria, 
40  at  the  Carnegie,  and  12  at  the  Lady  Stephenson.  16  of  these  have 
since  been  recovered ;  as  also  have  7  which  were  missing  the  previous 
year. 

The  Benwell  Municipal  Lecture  Committee,  which  met  in  November, 
endeavoured  to  arrange  for  several  lectures  to  be  delivered  at  the 
Carnegie  Branch  last  session.  What  with  illness  and  other  causes, 
however,  disappointment  followed,  and  only  two  were  actually  given.
